FIVE European Commu- 
nity observers in Yugosla- 
via were killed yesterday : 
when their helicopter was 
shot dawn over Croatia. - 

The four TtaHa^s and a ’ 
Frenchman died- instantly 
when federal MiG21 jets 
fired a series of rockets at 
the aircraft. 

The attack provoked wide- 
spread condemnation thro- 
ughout the EC and could 
jeopardise a United Nations 
plan to send a peacekeeping 
force of 10.000 troops to Cro- 
atia. The incident took place 
on the fifth day of an other- 
wise successful ceasefire bro- 
kered by Cyrus: Vance, , die 
UN special errvqy, between 
the Croatian national guard 
and the Serb-led Yugoslav 
army.

Italy asked that a meeting 
of EC foreign' ministers, due 
to take place on Friday, 
should be held as soon as 
possible. Gianni DeMichefis, 
the foreign minister, said that 
the shooting was “a cowardly 
act of aggressidn against neu- 
traT observers”. - 
■ Roland Dumas, tire French 
fo reign minister, said font the 
incident was inadmissible 
and deplorable. “You simply 
dmnot treat a helicopter car- 
lying the Insignia of the Eu- 
ropean Community on a mi^ 
skm of peace as a belligerent

Lord Carrington, the EC 
peace, envoy, said it was a 
“tragic incident" but he 
hoped it would not scupper 
peace hopes.

Masked men fire at 
Tbilisi protesters 

. FROM BRUCE CLARK IN TBILISI 


THE new Georgian regime 
was struggling to assert its 
authority yesterday as two 
demonstrators loyal to the de- 
posed president Zviad Garo- 
sakhurdia were wounded by 
gunshots and shooring inci- 
dents were repoxtea all over 
the republic. 

The violent dispersal by the 
new government farces of a 
inarch through the wanrav- 
aged capital boded ill for the 
efforts of the ruling militaiy 
council to restore stability, 
civilian rule and internation- 
al credibiljiy. 

The pro-Gams akhurdia 
rally started at Tbilisi railway 
station, where about 2,000 
supporters of the nationalist 
leader who fled his besieged 
parliament on Monday 
morning gathered and 
chanted slogans. 

More protesters joined tire 
rally as it marched around 
the city centre for over two 
hours. Witnesses said that 
masked men fired automatic 


weapons straight at the pro- 
testers. apparently without 
warning. There was panic 
and at least two people woe 
seriously injured. 

Officials of the new regime 
— a coalition Of nationalists 
and former aides of the fugi- 
tive president — said that 
their forces had been ordered 
to use non-lethal weapons 
and smoke bombs to disperse 
tire rally. 

. Earlier, Jaba Ioseliani, 
mastermind of the rebellion 
that overthrew Mr Gamsa- 
khurdia, pledged to crush any 
resistance by loyalists in all 
other parts of the Blade Sea 
republic. Asked about reports 
of violent acts of resistance in 
western Georgia, he said: 
“There is shooting not only in 
the west but also In Tbilisi as 
weD. Weare not out to arrest

They first met in the early 
1980s and have known each 
other well for 2<z years, like 
all dose relatives of the mon- 
arch. Lady Helen had to seek 
the Queen’s permission to 
marry. An announcement 
from York House, the Kents’

Major rebukes the ‘dismal 
Johnnies’ over economy

THE prime minister last 
night rebuked the “dismal 
Johnnies" spreading gloom 
and doom about the economy 
and predicted that Britain 
would lead the Western world 
out of the recession. 

Pointing to lower inflation 
and interest rates and encour- 
aging signs on unemploy- 
ment and retail sales. John 
Major said that pessimism 
about the economy had been 
overdone In remarks aimed 
as much at faint-hearts 
among his backbenchers as 
at his critics, he said: “If you 
listen to some of the dismal 
Johnnies you might never re- 
alise what has been achieved 
in the last year.” 

Mr Major's confident 
message was delivered in a 
speech to businessmen in 
Newcastle upon Tyne last 
night after a day on the cam- 
paign trail and after renewed 
angry exchanges between the 
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two main parties over Conser- 
vative allegations about Lab- 
our's tax plans. 

It also came after an all-day 
meeting of the shadow cabi- 
net in London which en- 
dorsed a six-point plan for 
giving the economy an imme- 
diate lift and further mea- 
sures for long-term recovery 
to be unveDed today. 

Chris Patten claimed yes- 
terday that Labour's tax plans 
would wreck the economic 
recovery. The Tory chairman 
echoed Michael Heseltine’s 
weekend warning that 
Labour's proposals would 
send the housing market into 
a nosedive by forcing ihe bet- 
ter off to sell their homes. 
John Smith, the shadow 
chancellor, said the real prob- 
lem in the housing market 
was the people ai the bottom 
being put on the streets now. 
He maintained that if money 
from people from higher in- 
comes was redistributed in 
favour of pensioners and 
those eligible for child benefit 
economic demand would be 
boosted. 

Neil Kirin ock, the Labour- 
leader, pointed out that the 
only year of strong growth 
was a year when the top tax 
rate was 60 per cent He also 
argued that since the top rate 
had been reduced to the 
present level there had been a 
further downturn in invest- 
ment in 

manufacturing. Labour’s 
plans for short-term recovery 
indude tax incentives for in- 
vestment by manufacturing 
industry and small firms. 

Earlier, Mr Major insisted 


that if Labour stuck to its 
spending promises it would 
put up the basic rate of in- 
come tax by lOp in the pound 
in the lifetime of a Parlia- 
ment Mr Kinnock. however, 
maintained that Mr Major 
and Mr Lamoni were telling 
“whoppers”.

New-car tax cut has manifold advantages

NORMAN Lament, the Cha- 
ncellor of the . Exchequer, 
appears ready to scrap the 
special 10 per cent tax on 
new cars in an effort to kick- 
start sales in Britain’s de- 
pressed motor industry. 

Abolishing die tax could 
reduce the cost of an average 
family saloon by £1,000 and 
would be the single biggest 
move in helping to revive car 
sales after the- industry’s 
worst slump last year. The 
Treasury would lose about 
£1.5 -billion in .revenue by 
abolishing the tax, bat indus- 
try leaders believe that Mr

iter. Sales have slumped 
more than 30 per cent 
since 1 989, a loss to car man- 
ufacturers of 700.000 cars 
worth about £5.5 bflKon at 
showroom prices. 

The government has resist- 
ed the appeals of the motor 
industry to remove the spe- 
cial car tax. the only special 


sales tax of its kind imposed 
in Britain. Car industry trad- 
ers now believe, however, 
that Mr Lamont seems ready 
to phase it out as evidence 
mounts -of the damage in- 
flicted on the industry.

A BISHOP accused the gov- 
ernment of going “soft” on 
the IRA in Northern Ireland 
yesterday as criticism of sec- 
urity policy continued after 
two van bombs wrecked of- 
fices in Belfast on Sunday 
and Monday. 

Samuel Ppyntz, Church of 
Ireland bishop of Down and 
Connor, visiting St George’s 
Church which was damaged 
for the 15th time in its history 
by the bombs on Monday, 
said that security policy had 
faded. *'I speak as an ordi- 
nary citizen and one who 
would like to see a much 
greater blanket around this 
city if it is to be protected.” he 
said. 

He had noticed a decline in 
security since Christmas. He 
said the withdrawal of extra 
troops sent to the Province 
before Christmas meant the

pair ‘led 
bombings’ 


ANTI-TERRORIST detecti- 
ves in London and Dublin 
believe that four experienced 
IRA men. including two who 
broke out of Brixton prison 
last July, are leading the unit 
organising bomb attacks on 
the mainland of Britain, in- 
cluding those in London 
(Edward Gorman writes). 

According to reports in 
Dublin yesterday, Irish and 
British detectives are con- 
vinced that Nessan Quin- 
livan. from Limerick, and 
Pearse McAuley. of Strabane, 
are key figures in the IRA 
team. Qutnlivan. aged 28. 
and McAuley. aged 27. es- 
caped from Brixton jail in 
south London in July. 

The IRA claimed that they 
had returned to Ireland and 
offered an interview with 
them to a news agency in 
Dublin, but Irish detectives 
do not believe the men left 
Britain. 

Quinlivan and McAuley 
are being assisted, it is said, 
by John Conaty, aged 30. 
from Dublin, who has been 
wanted by Scotland Yard 
since he was linked to an IRA 
bomb factory in a flat in 
Clapham. south London, in 
1988. Conaty is a former 
associate of Patrick Sheehy, a 
top IRA bomber who shot 
himself. The fourth member 
is said to be a man aged 34 
from Co Waterford in the 
Irish Republic. He lived in 
the Ballyfermot and South 
Circular Road areas of Dub- 
lin before he disappeared. 


□ A huge search yesterday 
failed to trap what is believed 
to have been an IRA gang 
which stole nearly £2 million 
in a raid on the Allied Irish 
Banks regional depot at Wa- 
terford. southeast Ireland on 
Monday. 

The gang bypassed a mod- 
em alarm system and drilled 
through the roof of the depot. 
They broke into the offices 
and held up staff and a detec- 
tive at gunpoint. 

A getaway van. containing 
the empty bank safe, was later 
found at an isolated farm. 

Sean Barrett, justice 
spokesman for the main op- 
position party. Fine Gael 
criticised lax security at de- 
pots like Waterford which he 
said were obvious targets for 
the IRA. 

“If it was the IRA. the issue 
here is wider than the crime 
of armed robbery.” Mr Bar- 
rett said. “The money will be 
used to finance a murder 
campaign on these islands.” 
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government must face some 
condemnation. “Obviously 
when they [the government! 
go soft on this or go quiet for 
some time, it allows die IRA 
to move in." 

His comments came amid 
speculation that the army 
may again deploy extra 
troops from the mainland to 
try to prevent further IRA 
bombings. 

-In the past 14 months the 
army has sent extra battal- 
ions to Northern Ireland at 
least four times, usually in 
response to an upsurge in 
violence but sometimes for 
other specific military 
operations. 

These short-term deploy- 
ments have little impact, are 
expensive and seem designed 
mainly for their public rela- 
tions value. 

The army has 10,500 
troops in the Province sup- 
porting the Ulster Defence 
Regiment and the Royal Ul- 
ster Constabulaiy. Senior of- 
ficers could use many more to 
combat the IRA which the 
army said recently was oper- 
ating better than ever. 

Security was discussed at 
Stormont in a meeting be- 
tween the Unionist leaders. 
Jim Molyneaux and Ian Pais- 
ley, and Peter Brooke, North- 
ern Ireland secretary. The 
Unionists emerged calling for 
greater use of undercover 
units and the UDR in Belfast. 

The leaders also discussed 
prospects for political talks 
and said much progress had 
been made. They gave the 
impression that they were 
ready again to open talks with 
the Social Democratic and 
Labour Party.

Election run-up: parties set campaign courses 


Tory summit to hammer 
out tone of manifesto

THE prime minister will 
chair a two-day Downing 
Street summit meeting on the 
election manifesto tomorrow, 
against the background of a 
cabinet debate over how radi- 
cal the Conservatives should 
be in fashioning their appeal 
for a fourth consecutive term 
in power. 

One insider said yesterday 
that divisions were opening 
up between the consolidators 
and radicals over the domi- 
nant theme of the manifesto. 
Chris Patten, the party chair- 
man. was said to favour an 
“austere” manifesto, em- 
phasising that the Tories and, 
in particular, John Major 
were the party to trust. But 


others, led by Michael How- 
ard, the employment secre- 
tary, were said to be pressing 
for a more Thatch erite pro- 
gramme, shorn of some of the 
excesses of the 1980s. 

The source said that the 
Conservative assault on 
Labour's tax proposals, if suc- 
cessful, would strengthen the 
hand of chose ministers press- 
ing Mr Major to answer criti- 
cism that there was little to 
choose between the two main 
parties. One idea being float- 
ed is that the government 
should commit itself to a spe- 
cific inflation target, but this 
is likely to be resisted as giv- 
ing a hostage to fortune.

Fall in electors will 
‘cost Labour seats 9

THE sharp fall in the num- 
ber of voters on the electoral 
register could cost Labour 31 
key seats at the general elec- 
tion. the Electoral Reform So- 
ciety said yesterday. 

When last year's register 
was published, it showed a 
national fall of more than 
100.000 in the number of 
voters. Almost the same num- 
ber have fallen off this year's 
list, to be published on Febru- 
ary 15. 

As the registers had in- 
creased until 1988 in Scot- 
land and until 1989 in 
England and Wales, the re- 
cent falls are being linked 
with poll tax regutration. 
Simon Osborn, campaigns 
manager for the Electoral Re- 
form Society, said: “There is 
an assumption that [the fall] 
seems linked to the issue of 
poll tax registration and peo- 
ple's fears that the electoral 
register would be used for 
gening people on to the poll 
tax registers. There is also an 
assumption that they are 


more likely to be Labour than 
Conservative voters." The so- 
ciety's analysis of last year's 
fail in voters in marginal seats 
shows that in the most mar- 
ginal of ail. York, which 
Conal Gregory (Q holds by 
147 votes, the register fell by 
170 voters in February 1991. 
In Wallasey. Merseyside. 
Lynda Chalker. overseas aid 
minister, has a majority of 
only 279, but 621 fewer 
people registered last year. 

In inner London, the effect 
is even more marked, with 
6,253 off the register in 
Hornsey and Wood Green, 
where the Conservative ma- 
jority is 1.779. However, the 
Conservatives there have the 
added hurdle of introducing 
a new candidate because Sir 
Hugh Rossi, the sitting MP. 
is retiring. At Hampstead 
and High gate, Labour tack- 
les a Conservative majority of 
2.221 with an electorate al- 
ready down by 4.677 on 
1990. and likely to fall further 
next month.

Mr Major will be joined by 
Mr Patten. Sarah Hogg, 
head of the Downing Street 
policy unit, Andrew Lansley. 
the head of the Conservative 
Central Office research de- 
partment. and Judith Chap- 
lin, his political secretary, for 
the two days of meetings. 
They will examine ways of 
honing the citizen's charter 
exercise into a vote-winning 
package and will have to 
decide the timing of policy 
announcements: whether to 
hold ideas back lor the mani- 
festo or to unveil them before 
the election.

As the 
Libera] leader made a stately 
journey by rail from London 
to the Scottish county, crowds 
gathered on the way to let off 
fireworks, to cheer, to listen 
and to gaze upon him. All 
that anyone on the streets of 
Newcastle yesterday morning 
would have seen of M r Major 
at the start oF his two-day tour 
of the North would have been 
a flash of police motor cycle 
outriders and a small caval- 
cade of cars, tinted windows 
firmly dosed.

Breast 
implant 
firm halts 
supplies

THE main supplier of sffi- 
cone breast implants has 
stopped supplying British 
hospitals and. climes until 
they are shown to be safe. 

Dow Coming, an Ameri- 
can based manufacturer, yes- 
terday announced its derision 
to stop supplying Europe, 
after America had banned 
implants. Colin Rowland, its 
European business manager, 
said: “Our executive manage- 
ment decided when they 
heard the- announcement of 
fee Food and Drug Admin- 
istration ruling that we would 
voluntarily make the suspen- 
sion. of fee distribution of 
implants world wide. We in- 
formed our main British cus- 
tomeis today.” 

The three other manufac- 
turers who supply Britain are 
expected to follow their exam- 
ple; Hie . Irish Republic has 
suspended silicone implant 
surgery until further guid- 
ance from America. 

Many British plastic sur- 
geons have accused fee FDA 
of scareraongering. They fear 
it may cause a rush of women 
wanting implants removed or 
frighten them into believing 
feat, having beaten breast 
cancer, they now faced life- 
threatening disease from the 
implants: 

Gus McGrouther. a plastic 
surgeon at University College 
Hospital, London, said: “in 
taking this action, fee FDA 
has created a wave of interna- 
tional panic. The important 
thing to realise is that there 
has been no new evidence 
about the safety or otherwise 
of these implants. It is a 
political decision. What the 
Americans are frightened of 
is legal action." 

Some 100,000 women in 
Britain are .believed to have 
had implants. Just over 5,000 
are performed each year, .60 
per cent on those who have 
had surgery for breast cancer 
and 40 per cent for cosmetic 
reasons. 

David Sharpe, consultant 
plastic surgeon at St Luke’s 
Hospital, Bradford, .said: 
Unless there has been; a 
huge conspiraty among sur- 
geons. there is realfr nothing 
to worry about. If anyone is 
particularly worried, "I wiD 
take their implants out free of 

charge" 

About 10 per cent of people 
having implants had some 
problems, be said, but they 
amounted only to discomfort 
and were not life-threatening. 
“What worries me is that 
women who have rebuilt their 
lives after surgery, having 
been treated for breast can- 
cer, w£D fear thar they are 
going to get a terrible disease. 

It is just not true." He dis- 
missed suggestions that the 
implants crmld increase fee 
risk of breast cancer. 

• The Australian govern- 
ment yesterday ordered sever- 
al brands of silicone breast 
implants to be taken off the 
market because their makers 
cannot prove they are safe.

A COMPUTER system con- 
trolling government safes 
and cabinets has been open to 
abuse and possible fraud 
because or poor management 
practices, according to a re- 
port by the National Audit 
Office published yesterday. 

The report, on the Property 
Services Agency, claimed that 
an inexperienced officer had 
virtually unlimited Control of 
the £10 million system and 
was not effectively supervised. 
“Control over access to fee 
computer system was mini- 
mal: staff who were no longer 
authorised to use iL.and two 
Gen nous names thought to 
have been entered by a previ- 
ous agency employee, contin- 
ued to have access.” it said. 

Staff training was inade- 
quate. procedures were not 
documented and wrong fig- 
ures had been entered into 
accounts because of inaccura- 
cies in stocktaking, it said. 
Staff were unable to generate 
invoices for equipment deliv- 


ered direct to customers, and. 
consequently, substantial 
amounts -had .not been 
charged. “At least one dupli- 
cate payment, amounting to 
£92,000. had been made to a 
supplier," the report said . 

No evidence of fraud was 
found, but fee serious lack of 
control made it impossible to 
give an assurance that it had 
not occurred, fee report said. 

An investigation by fee- au- 
dit office found discrepancies 
of £5.7 million in fee Property 
Services Agency arising from 
accounting errors. 

An agency spokesman said 
there was no question of a 
national security risk. No per- 
sonnel would have had access 
to security cabinet codes or 
“secret numbers”, he said. 

Comptrol- 
ler and Auditor General. 


qualified the PSA services ac- 
counts after estimating feat 
customers — mainly govern- 
ment departments — were 
overcharged by millions of 
pounds because of invoice er- 
rors. A £61 charge for replan 
ing a cistern was invoiced at 
£6.100, and a £20 job to 
supply tap washers at £920. 

“My examination of 
charges to customers for di- 
rectly employed labour re- 
vealed a high level of error.- 
both in fee number of emus 
found and in fee size of the 
errors," Sir John said.

POTENTIAL buyers of 
Windsor Park could face an 
extra £2 million bill for ur- 
gent work on the park’s fam- 
ous dolphinarium. But there 
should be no shortage of bid- 
ders for a jewel in fee tar- 
nished crown of its owners, 
the leisure group Theme In- 
ternational which called in 
receivers on Monday. 

William Travers, of the 
pressure group Zoo Watch, 
said that Windsor has been 
underpressure for some time 
to double the depth of its 
dolphin pools to meet gov- 
ernment standards set more 
than two years ago and 
which had to be implement- 
ed by Spring 1993. 

“A plaque has been posted 
over the dolphinarium for 
ten years now promising im- 
provements. but so far noth- 
ing has been done.” he said. 
“It wiD be interesting to see 
how the government deals 
with any new owners.” 

However. Windsor should 
still make money for a new 
proprietor. Although ani- 
mals behind bars are fast los- 
ing their attraction as a 
tourist draw, the idea of wild 
beasts in a near-natural set- 
ting is stifl popular. Safari 
parks around Britain are 
weathering the storm rela- 
tively well 

Windsor’s one million visi- 
tors annually are double 
those at Knowsley. Mersey- 
side. and the Woburn Wild 
Animal Kingdom. Bedford- 
shire. In the British Tourist 
Authority’s top ten of wildlife 
attractions only London Zoo 
attracts more people. 

Windsor has also benefit- 
ed from a partial move into 
the theme park business, 
combining wild animals with 
fairground attractions. It 
now includes a Kilimanjaro 
toboggan run and fee Afri- 
can Queen riverboat ride. 
Chessington World of Adven- 
tures. Surrey, made a similar 
move some years ago and 
now pulls in. around 1.5 mil- 
lion visitors a year. 

Stephen Lewis, for the 
British Tourist Authority, 
said that safari parks were 
surviving “relatively well” 
whereas zoos had suffered 
badly with the recent losses 
of Knares borough in York- 
shire and Bellevue in Man- 
chester. 

Cork GuDy. receivers at 
Themes International have 
pledged thar the safari park 
will stay open for “some 
months” as the search for a 
buyer goes on. Their aim was 
to sell the parts of the busi- 
ness as going concerns. 
Marc Etches, managing 
director of Windsor Safari 
Park, said he viewed their 
future "very positively".

Descendants of massacre victims 
rally to a monumental challenge 


As the anniversary 
of rhe Glencoe 
killings neared, the 
Clan Donald faced 
a daunting task.

A FACELIFT of ©e monu- 
ment to ©e victims of ©e 
Glencoe massacre has been 
completed just in time for ©e 
300© anniversary, but at 
one stage it looked as if the 
work might never get under 
way. 

The monument to the 38 
men, women and children 
slain by a force led by Cap- 
tain Robert Campbell of 
Glenlyon. on ©e freezing 
morning of February 13, 
1692, had fallen into disre- 
pair through years of ne- 
glect. Wi© hundreds of 
MacDonalds from around 
©e world expected to pay 
homage, ©e Clan Donald 
lands Trust a charitable 
body backed by exiled de- 
scendants, decided to avert 
embarrassment by tidying 
and repairing the monu- 
ment and its approaches. 

Numerous complaints 
had been made about ©e 
state of ©e memorial, and 
©e clan ©ought it would be 
a simple task to dean the 
stonework, cut back the jun- 
gle of undergnw© and car- 
ry out landscaping. _ 

Then it was discovered 
©at no one had a due who

Women shop workers ‘do 
not want Sunday trading 9

WOMEN shop workers do 
not want to work on Sundays, 
and more than 40 per cent 
would ny to leave their jobs if 
made to do so. according to a 
survey carried out last year. 

David Kirby, of Durham 
university business school, 
told ©e Institute of British 
Geographers' conference in 
Swansea yesterday that 73 
per cent of ©e 483 women 
interviewed said ©at ©ey 
would be unhappy if required 
to work on Sundays, and 43 
per cent ©ey would try to 
leave under ©ose circum- 
stances- Of ©ose who would 
work on Sundays. 53 per cent 
said ©at they would want to 
be paid double time. 

Professor Kirby, who inter- 
viewed women workers in in 
39 shops throughout Britain 
in August, said ©at many 


tended to be vulnerable in ©e 
employment market. "This 
means ©at, if ©e hours of 
retail trading were extended, 
many would feel obliged to 
work unsociable hours on 
Saturdays and on Sundays." 

The study, commissioned 
by the Keep Sunday Special 
Campaign, was completed 
before supermarket drains 
began opening on Sundays 
before Christinas. A strong 
association was found be- 
tween a woman's willingness 
to work unsocial hours and 
whe©er or not she had child- 
ren. Only 15 per cent of 
women wi© dependent child- 
ren would be prepared to 
work regularly on Sundays.

Firms ‘miss out 
on female skills’

WOMEN have many of the 
qualities necessary' 10 make 
them business leaders, but 
they are held back by male 
prejudices at work, a confer- 
ence on occupational psychol- 
ogy was told yesterday. 

As managers, women are 
better listeners, more collabo- 
rative. and more skilled in 
inter-personai relationships 
than men. These qualides. 
and some of their gentler 
feminine attributes, are es- 
sential for successful busi- 
ness. psychologists said. 

Few women reach the top. 
however. Studies show that 
they hold only I or 2 percent 
of the most senior posts in 
British companies and org- 
anisations. Although the Nat- 
ional Health Service employs 
nearly a million women, few 
have top jobs. Even then, they 
eam less than men doing the 
same work. 

“This is an indictment of 
the National Health Service," 


Beverly Ali mo- Metcalfe, se- 
nior lecturer in occupational 
psychology at Leeds Univer- 
sity. told the conference, in 
Liverpool. In her study of 
1 .600 executives in the health 
service, she found that among 
a group of 170- general man- 
agers, 27 per cent of the men 
were at the top of the pay scale 
but only 13 per cent of their

Men most likely 
to be redundant

DO YOU feel lacking in self- 
confidence, tense and suspi- 
cious and are you not much of 
an extrovert? IF so. you may 
be an executive heading for 
redundancy, according to a 
psychological profile of failed 
businessmen. 

A study of 580 senior exec- 
utives in London and Birm- 
ingham who lost their jobs 
between 1988 and 1991 
found these characteristics to 
be common 

The typical redundant ex- 
ecutive is a 42-year-old man 
who has been with his com- 
pany for about 1 1 years, ulti- 
mately earning between 
£28.000 and £30.000 a year. 
He may well be brighter and 
more energetic than most of 
his colleagues, but they may- 
be irritated by those very 
traits. 

His downfall is most likely 
to occur about two years after 
the arrival of a new boss, 
probably because of clashes of 


personality or management 
style. 

The profile was presented 
yesterday at a conference on 
occupational psychology by 
Lea Brindle who provides 
psychological counselling 
and advice to companies and 
individuals and who has as- 
sessed more than 2,000 sen- 
ior executives in recent years. 

In the study group, 85 per 
cent of the executives were 
men aged from 21 to 60. 
"Age seems a mixed blessing, 
with older executives being 
less extroverted, less assertive, 
less venturesome and more 
serious-minded." Dr Brindle 
told the conference, organ- 
ised by the British Psychologi- 
cal Society. 

The older executive also 
tends to be more cautious, 
self-disciplined and consci- 
entiousness than younger 
ones. Whatever the individ- 
ual's age, his severance pay is 
likely to be about a year's pay.

Dr Alimo-Metcalfe said 
that organisations were be- 
coming less rigidly struc- 
tured, and executives* pers- 
onal credibility and their 
ability to consult and to dew 
elop people’s abilities were of 
increasing importance. 

"These are the very quali- 
ties that women are criticised 
for having," she said. Women 
were denied top posts because 
most "gatekeepers" of these 
positions were men. many of 
whom had stereotyped views 
about women, she said. 

“They see us as dependent, 
passive, non-competitive, il- 
logical and less ambitious," 
she said. "But men underesti- 
mate women's desire for res- 
ponsibility and advancement 
Women who succeed in busi- 
ness do so because of. not in 
spite of. characteristics con- 
sidered to be feminine and 
inappropriate in leaders. This 
increases an organisation’s 
chances of succeeding." 

Occupational psychologists 
should challenge assump- 
tions that discriminated 
against women. Failures 
among male executives were 
dismissed as bad luck, but 
those among women were at- 
tributed to inability. 

Viki Holton, of Ashridge 
Management College, Bed- 
fordshire. said: “Women’s 
leadership qualities emerge 
when they have the freedom 
to follow their own style. They 
make room for others, they 
are happy to share power and 
information with their staff.” 

However, Sue Newell, of 
Aston University, said tha 
real equal opportunities for 
women required a revolution 
in attitudes towards male and 
female roles in raising child- 
ren and running a home. 
"Until then, perhaps we 
should abandon the idea of 
equal opportunities and allow 
women to get on with their 
traditional roles as mothers 
and housewives," she said. 
"They shouldn’t be seen as 
failures if they stay at home."

Everybody needs good village neighbours 


By John Young 

THE English village needs to redis- 
cover its traditional sense of commu- 
nity to counter the increasing lone- 
liness and deprivation of many of its 
inhabitants, a booklet published yes- 
terday suggests. 

The cosy, reassuring image of the 
village as a place where everyone 
knew everyone else, and where 
people could count on neighbours for 
help and support had become sadly 
dented over the past 40 or 50 years, 
the booklet's author. David Clark, 
former director of the charity Actjon 
with Communities in Rural England. 
(Acre), said. Schools and doctors’ sur- 
geries were dosing; train and bus 


services were less frequent and more 
expensive; jobs were hard to find and 
badly paid; and village shops were 
disappearing at a rate of about 3 per 
cent a year. 

But more importantly, people 
could no longer rely on their neigh- 
bours for help in a crisis, or to pro- 
vide lifts to shops or hospitals, be 
said. Old people had no one to visit 
them and nowhere to meet; and 
mothers with young children were 
trapped in- their homes without 
transport or-bahy. sitters.; . . 

The report commissioned and 
published by the Joseph Rowntree 
Foundation, studies six geographi- 
cally and socially diverse villages 
which have introduced "good neigh- 


bour” schemes, whereby volunteers 
undertake to provide transport ser: 
vices, visiting and advice. Mr Clark 
said that only about 400 villages, out 
of a total of some 7,000. had set iqj 
good neighbour schemes. About 100 
were in Hampshire, where the dio- 
ceses of Winchester. Portsmouth and 
Guildford had each appointed a full- 
time adviser, with financial help bn 
the county arnncfl. ^ 

The six villages studied were 
Bledingtoa, a farming community, in- . 
the Cotswtrfds; East Mean. Hamp%; 
shire, where the old centre is mainly 
inhabited by relatively wealthy new- 
comers; Ashfll, Norfolk, which has

IT IS hard to imagine any

Honecker

ERICH and Margot Hon- 
.ecker. the former East Ger- 
man leader and his wife, are 
suing for non-payment of 
their state pension.

KGB papers show Gorbachev 
knew of smear against Yeltsin

THE Russian leadership is 
reported to have taken posses- 
sion oF KGB documents giv- 
ing details of a “dirty tricks” 
campaign against Boris Yelt- 
sin and other democratic op- 
ponents of Mikhail Gorba- 
chev’s government. The 
Rabochaya Tribuna news- 
paper reported yesterday that 
some of the documents cany 
the signature and approving 
comments of the former 
Soviet president. 

The newspaper gave lirtie 
specific information, but im- 
plied that the documents re- 
lated to unauthorised tele- 
phone tapping and surveil- 
lance operations against the 
Mr Yeltsin and members of 
his family and entourage. 
When he re-entered politics to 
stand for the new national 
parliament almost three years 
ago, Mr Yeltsin became the 
subject of a smear campaign 
in the Soviet media which 
continued until shortly before 
his election as Russian presi- 
dent last year. While many of 
the allegations proved coun- 
terproductive and only en- 
hanced the Russian leader’s 
popularity at home, they’ 
probably did cause real dam- 
age abroad.

The paper noted that they 
were found in a safe belong- 
ing to Valeri Boldin, the for- 
mer president's chief of staff, 
during the investigation into 
the August coup and kept by 
an official of the Soviet procu- 
racy until the union's judicial 
structures were abolished on 
January 2. It noted that Mr 
Boldin, who is one of 14 
people charged with treason, 
had just been released from 
prison on health grounds. 

The report said that the 
documents could provide suf- 
ficient evidence to mount an 
investigation into Mr Gorb- 
achev for abuse of his office, 
but it also emphasised that 
foe former Soviet leader ap- 
peared never to have acted on 
the information placed at his 
disposal.

UN vote prompts 
Arabs to resume 
Washington talks

THE Middle East peace pro- 
cess appeared to be back on 
track yesterday after Arab 
participants indicated that 
they were ready to resume 
talks in Washington. Their 
decision came after the UN 
Security Council's unani- 
mous condemnation of Israel 
for its deportation order on a 
dozen PaJestinians. 

However, the move pro- 
voked a defensive response 
from the Israeli leadership 
which refused to reconsider 
its decision to expel the 12 
Palestinian activists from the 
occupied territories. The visit- 
ing Archbishop of Canter- 


bury, Dr George Carey, 
raised the issue when he met 
the Israeli prime minister, 
Yitzhak Shamir, yesterday 
and brought up the thorny 
question of Palestinian polit- 
ical and human rights. He 
urged the Jewish state to re- 
move obstacles to peace such 
as the deportation orders. Mr 
Shamir told Dr Carey he

sures" but insisted that they 
were appropriate in dealing 
with tenor.

Desperate Kurds 
break sanctions

KURDS in Haiabja await the 
arrival of Jeffrey Archer with 
i n terest So far M r Archer has 
travelled to Salahuddin with 
the peshmerga. the Kurdish 
rebels. to assure Massoud 
Barzani, the rebel leader, that 
Britain will continue to de- 
ploy Jaguar aircraft to protea 
the Kurds from President 
Saddam Hussain. 

Mr Archer will also meet 
Jala! Talabani. the other rebel 
leader, to give similar assur- 
ances. But what the Kurds of 
Haiabja want to know is 
when the £57 million raised 
by Mr Archer is going to 
reach them. Mr Barzani ad- 
mined to Mr Archer that the 
Kurds were so badly off that 
they were conniving in break- 
ing of United Nations sanc- 
tions against Iraq. They 
needed the revenue from cus- 
toms duty, he said. Mr Ar- 
cher said he had raised the 
issue after seeing hundreds of 
Turkish lorries going home 
loaded with Iraqi diesel fuel. 

Mr Barzani, who is leader 
of the Kurdistan Democratic 
party, explained that the 
Kurds needed the revenue to 
pay teachers and civil ser- 
vants who had lost their sala- 
ries when Baghdad imposed 
an economic blockade on the 
Kurdish region two months 
ago. "I would love to stop it. 
but 1 can’t," he said. He 
added that 400.000 people. 

10 per cent of the Kurdish 
population in northern Iraq, 
were dependent on govern- 
ment salaries or pensions. 

There was a six-mile queue 
of 8,000 lorries, each carry- 
ing 1.000 gallons, at the 
main border crossing. About 
22 gallons of diesel sells for 
less than $1 in Iraq. Lorry 
drivers can sell that amount 
for more than $70 in Turkey. 


Mr Barzani thanked Mr 
Archer for organising last 
year’s Simple Truth fund- 
raising effort and described 
him as “a friend of the Kurd- 
ish people”. He was “com- 
pleiely satisfied" with how the 
funds had been accounted 
for. 

The money could certainly 
be put to good use in Haiabja. 
The flat concrete roof of the 
general hospital resembles 
nothing so much as a giant 
piece of paper crumpled and 
thrown to the ground. Down 
the road is the police station, 
dynamited by Iranian troops 
when they took the city in 
their war with Iraq. Across 
from there is the municipal 
theatre, completely destroyed 
when Iraqi government 
forces re-entered a dty they 
had used chemical gas to 
empty of people in 1988. 

Living in the ruins of what 
was once the hospital’s dis- 
pensary are Whaid Muham- 
mad Aziz and his family. 
They are natives of Haiabja 
who returned nine months 
ago from Iran after the Kurd- 
ish uprising. Mr Aziz, a 
school caretaker, earns what 
in devalued dinars is less than 
£10 a month. But he is cheer- 
ful about the future. When 
asked what he lacked, he an- 
swered without hesitation: 
milk for his 12 children.

WHILE the president was 
fighting America's economic 
battles in Japan yesterday, his 
domestic opponents turned 
their attention to the adminis- 
tration’s failure to curb a 
soaring murder rate.

New phones put callers in the picture 


The video telephone, predicted since 
the 1940s, wifi at last go on general 
sale this spring, Charles Bremner 
writes from New York 


SINCE the 1940s. video 
telephones have been just 
around the comer, the stuff 
of science fiction and exhi- 
bitions of Tomorrowtand. 
Now. as the video century 
nears its end. the picture 
phone has finally reached 
the market in America, 
bringing talk of historic 
change and some anxiety. 

The AT&T company un- 
veiled its “affordable” Vid- 
eoPhone in New York on 
Monday night, predicting a 
revolution more far-reach- 
ing than fax machines and 
more profound than the in- 
vention of moving pictures 
or colour television. From 
the spring, anyone with 
£800 to spare will be able to 
buy a Videophone at the 
high street shop and plug it 
into an ordinary telephone 
socket in America or any- 
where else. 

The price should drop 
sharply if the phone, which 
looks like an ordinary mod- 
el with a little flip-up 
screen, proves popular. The 
prospect has gladdened the 
hearts of lonely grandpar- 


ents and excited the inter- 
est of techno-buffs, dating 
services and home shop- 
ping companies, but it has 
also brought on longstand- 
ing qualms about losing the 
protective camouflage of- 
fered by the old steam 
telephone. 

Actually. AT&T is making 
good on the “launch” of its 
PicturePhone at the 
World's Fair in New York in 
1964. an idea that was 
ahead of the technical pos- 
sibilities of the time. Busi- 
nessmen and others have 
been using video technol- 
ogy for conferencing for 1 5 
years, but the need for spe- 
cial lines and equipment 
has kept the cost far out of 
the consumer's reach. 

AT&T's breakthrough 
was in finding a way to 
squeeze the television sig- 
nal into the copper cables 
which still cany most tele- 
phone circuits despite the 
arrival of the much higher 
capacity fibre optic net- 
works. In achieving the 
equivalent of forcing a fish 
tank of information

through a drinking straw, 
the VideoPhone has consid- 
erable limits. Its picture, a 
flat liquid-crystal colour dis- 
play about the size of a play- 
ing card. looks jerky and 
slightly out of sync with the 
talker's speech. The effect is 
rather like watching an old 
Godzilla film with dubbed 
speech. The reason is that 
after the computerised cir- 
cuits whittle down the data, 
the display transmits 10 
frames per second, com- 
pared with about 30 frames 
for standard television.

see management as a kind of 
husbandry. You plant a seed and 
maybe one year later you reap the 
harvest— a harvest you can measure 
in millions of pounds of profit.’' 

One of the happiest spells of his 
career was spent night-editing foe 
Daily Mirror in the 1960s. because 
he had an excellent staff which 
“instinctively knew how to do 
things." He joined the I PC Sun and 
stayed on when Rupert Murdoch 
bought it. One reason he stayed was 
because he believed Mr Murdoch 
would bring to foe new Sun some of 


the values that had helped shape the 
glory days of the Mirror, and which 
had been abandoned. 

For many years it seemed 
Burlington would not get the top job 
on The People. He was passed over 
when Nick Lloyd got the job and 
again when Richard Ston was 
preferred. “For a long time it seemed 
as if he would be the nearly man.” 
recalls a senior member of his 
People staff, “i think he became 
bitter. No one on the paper ever 
doubted he had the ability, so when 
he got the job there was a sort of 


collective ‘aaah’ of pleasure. We 
were so pleased thai someone had 
taken over foe paper who would put 
the interests of the paper first.” 

What, now, does he think of 
Maxwell? “At his best he made 
things happen. It was exciting. 
Maxwell was appallingly vain and 
egotistical I think it could reason- 
ably be said that no one could have 
known he pillaged the place in quite 
foe way he did. When we realised, it 
was very distressing.” 

H e recognises as well as any 
the poison chalice of 
editing a Maxwell paper. 
Editors were picked and 
dropped. Maxwell never learned the 
difference between a good story and 
a bad one. a good journalist and a 
bad one; and although he was hailed 
the day after his deaih as the man 
who saved the Daily Minor. Max- 
well probably did more than anyone 
to curb the potential of the MCN 
tides. The People dropped from 
3.350.799 in September 1984 to 
2.284,319 by March 1991. 

No wonder, too. that Burlington 
had told Maxwell that he was going 
to retire early this year. 

He lives in some substance on a 
mature private estate in Orpington, 
Kent, and has a penchant for travel 
in exotic parts. With three grand- 
children. retirement would have 
afforded him considerable pleasure. 

Now he's not so sure. He relishes 
foe new challenge. In a piece in the 
Sunday Express some weeks ago he 
appeared to distance himself from 
the proposed management buyout 
led by Mirror editor Richard Ston. 
He is keen to keep foe four titles — 
Mirror. Sunday Mirror. People and 
The Sporting Life — in the same 
stable and apparently fears that an 
internal buyout would see the sepa- 
rate sale of The People and The 
Sporting Life. 

So no wonder he is keen to be the 
man who steadied the ship — his 
conversation is spattered with mili- 
tary allusions — see foe company 
stabilised and a future guaranteed 
for hs three main constituencies: the 
pensioners, the shareholders and foe 
employees. And for foe papers to 
continue with the gutsy professional- 
ism he so admires.

TV magazines list their blessings 


Christmas preseriti^ Radio Times expects; a profit 


OVER the Christmas period, 
television listings magazines 
sold more than 12 million 
copies, more than doubting 
their usual ^ circulation. Dr 
John Thomas, the director of 
BBC Magazines, publisher 
of the Radio Tunes, pro- 
nounces himself well- 
pleased. 

Traditionally, the Christ- 
mas period has enabled 
Radio Times and its rival 
Independent Television 
Publications’ TV Times, to 
-put fat on their figures. They 
produce hamper issues, 
crammed with advertising, to 
cover the holiday. In 1990. 
they each sold more than ten 
miflion: copies, bringing a 
glow to die cheeks of Dr 
Thomas and John Matthews, 
his riP- counterpart But that 
was the last occasion Christ-

mas viewers needed both 
magazines because, they sub- 
sequently lost the right to 
publish exclusive listings 
details. 

Pundits expected a rash of 
new listings titles but reces- 
sion and uncertainty about 
costs held back new 
launches. One early player. 
TV Plus, folded and only two 
new weekly magazines sur- 
vive TV Quick, a down- 
market offering from H. 
Bauer, a German publisher, 
and Whofs On TV, a simi- 
larly unexacting publication 
by ITP, part of foe IPC group. 

By last autumn. Radio 
Times was selling 1.5 ant- 
lion. TV Times 12 million, 
Whofs On TV 1.4 million 


and TV Quick had sales of 
only 650.000. 

Over the two weeks of 
Christmas 1991. Radio 
Times extended its lead to 
4.9 million. 7V Times hit 4. 1 
million, Whafs On TV 
achieved 23 million and TV 
Quick trailed with 1 35 mil- 
lion. 

Although sales of the 
Radio Times are less than 


half the 1990 figure. Dr 
Thomas is “pleased” and 
expects a small profit this 
year. John Mellon, IPCs 
chairman and managing 
director, also forecasts that 
(TP will be profitable this 
year. 

Alan Urry. the managing 
director of Bauer UK. is 
“more than satisfied” with 
TV Quick’s Christmas sales.

But he admits that profits 
are still some way off. 

All three publishers heaved 
a sigh of relief when only one 
newspaper, the Sunday Mir- 
ror. challenged them with a 
comprehensive listings guide 
over the holiday. The paper's 
supplement lifted its sales 
from 2.74 million to 3.12 
million. 

Only two national papers, 
the Sun and the Daily Mir- 
ror. have published weekly 
television listings — as 
supplements on Saturdays. 
In foe provinces. 20 of the 
Newspaper Society’s 1.500 
members have tried versions, 
while Hello, the only nat- 
ional magazine with full list- 
ings, has halved its coverage. 


The reason for hesitancy is 
clear. The copyrights to BBC 
and ITV schedules are vested 
in BBC Enterprises (BBC 
Magazines' parent) and ITP 
and charge hefty rates. 

Many newspaper and 
magazine groups, including 
News International pub- 
lisher of The Times, have 
opted to challenge the rates 
before the government's 
Copyright Tribunal, demand- 
ing they should only reflect 
the cost of producing list- 
ings. The tribunal delivers its 
verdict next month, and only 
then will publishing exec- 
utives know foe true cost of 
listings magazines. Dr 
Thomas's figures may look 
rather different next 
Christmas.

Just the ticket 
for a brighter 
way to travel 

The aesthetic pleasures of our transport systems compare 
poorly with other countries. Richard Morrison previews a 
report suggesting how art could brighten commuters' journeys

T o a nation as attuned to 
irony as the British, a 
report entitled Travelling 
Hopefully surely holds 
rich comic possibilities. Travelling 
hopefully ? A regular victim of 
British public transport certainly 
experiences many and various 
emotions. Stand at the top of the 
(traditionally broken) escalator 
one morning on London Under- 
ground's answer to Dame’s In- 
ferno — the Bank/ Monument 
interchange — and you can read 
the feelings on the faces of the 
desk-bound: stoicism, impotent 
rage, frustration, stress, tiredness, 
boredom, even revulsion at the 
sheer squalor of passing twice 
daily through this corrugated-tin 
and’ deconstiucted-plasterwork 
passageway. But faces full of 
hope ? That's a novel idea. 

Here is another. Commuters 
may easily spend a tenth or more 
of their waking hours on public 
transport: some 15 per cent of all 
household expenditure goes on 
transport. So travel shapes the 
lives of many to a large degree. 
Why not lift the weary hearts of 
passengers by introducing good 
design, commissioned art. even 
performance, into the transport 
environment, so that those hun- 
dreds of hours spent annually in 
transit are not a dress rehearsal for 
brain-death? 

Of course. this is not a novel idea 
at all: it just seems that way in 
Britain. And not even always in 
Britain. Before the second world 
war London Underground, in- 
spired by the remarkable Frank 
Pick, developed one of the finest 
and largest series of commissioned 
an posters ever known, setting the 
Tube's walls ablaze with colour, 
daring and wit. If British trans- 
port chiefs today had a fraction of 
the impresario-iike flair of Pick, 
there would be no need for 
Travelling Hopefully —A Study of 
the Arts in the Transport System. 
which the Gulbenkian Founda- 
tion (UK) launches next week. 

The report’s authors, Naseem 
Khan and Ken Worpole, believe 
that “the great infrastructure of 
travel is badly in need of a new 
design and artistic aesthetic”. 


They maintain that “simply ‘add- 
ing on' art to a poor service is no 
real answer at all". But they add 
that art which is properly integrat- 
ed into transport systems can help 
halt urban decay, attract capital 
investment, develop “organisa- 
tional self-respect" and excite the 
imagination of passengers. These 
are big claims; do they stand up? 

In a narrowly functional sense, 
no. What would most excite the 
imagination of passengers are 
trains that run on time, moderate 
fares and dean carriages. The 
passenger who has spent 90 
minutes on a defective train, 
trying to reach Shepherd’s Bush 
tube station, will probably not 
appreciate being told by the au- 
thors that “London Transport’s 
sheep cut-outs walking sedately 
over the entrance have a lightness 
of heart that acts as a welcome 
counterweight to the grimness of 
the world beneath their feet." 
Similarly, even Eduardo Paolozzi’s 


greatest fans would think twice 
about lingering at the otherwise 
unlovely Tottenham Court Road 
station to admire his mosaics. 

As the authors note, rather 
plaintively: *‘!t was put to us 
several times that the terrible 
King's Cross underground station 
fire of 1987 had in some ways put 
an end to underground art 
schemes for a while, as London 
Transport hastened to reassure 
passengers that any spare monqr 
would be spent on safety improve- 
ments.” But any activity which 
traps millions of people daily for a 
couple of hours must be seen in a 
broader context: a nation’s spiritu- 
al health. Of course British Rail 
and London Transport are right to 
make safety paramount, but so are 
the report's authors right to insist 
that transport authorities take 
more trouble to enliven the envi- 
ronments through which so many 
pass. 

There are signs that enlighten-

rnent is dawning. The restoration 
of Liverpool Street Station, more 
or less successfully integrating its 
Victorian splendours within new 
development; the opening of Nor- 
man Fenner's Stansted Airport 
terminal; Nicholas Grimshaw’s 
exciting “homage to Brunei” plan 
for the new train shed at Waterloo: 
all this is evidence that architects 
are once again finding ingenious 
and cheering solutions to the 
problem of designing a huge 
transport terminus. 

On a smaller scale. British RaQ 
has sponsored over 20 artworks in 
the past two yean, from Sue 
Ridge’s footbridge mural at 
Southampton Central (a kind of 
Bayeux Tapestry of the city's 
mercantile history) to glass and 
ceramics. The British Airports 
Authority also has budgets and 
programmes for putting an into 
its terminals, though its departure 
lounges still reek of faceless monot- 
ony. 

Even the much-maligned Lon- 
don Underground has made some 
efforts. The “Poems on die Under- 
ground” scheme, begun in 1986 
and run by the Poetry Society since 
1989, has been a brilliant success. 
Anthologies collected off the train 
walls have sold in thousands. 
There has even been an attempt in 


the last five years to revive, albeit 
on a relatively small scale, the 
Underground poster commission- 
ing of the Frank Pick heyday: “An 
on the Underground" now com- 
missions six posters each year, 
chosen, with tire ruthless logic of a 
good signal-box, according to the 
formula “two avant-garde, two 
mainstream and two realistic". 

But in Britain the use of art to 
revitalise public transport has 
barely begun. The Gulbenkian 
report has special criticism for 
Britain's grisly coach stations, and 
for the interiors of British Rail’s 
Inter-City trains: bland and char- 
acterless walls, where once there 
would have been evocative prints 
of seaside resorts. 

W here should we look 
for our inspiration? 
The report’s authors 
are particularly im- 
pressed by Stockholm’s under- 
ground: “the world’s largest art 
gallery". It was mostly built in the 
late 1970s. and. each station's 
design was entrusted to a different 
artist Many: chose to. leave the 
rock faces exposed, as a spectacu- 
lar natural backcloth to their- own 
equally spectacular colours and 
. motifs. The effect is of walking into 
huge, beautiful caves, full of sur- 


prises. And then there is the 
Moscow Metro, that astonishing 
underground treasure-house of 
chandeliers, stained glass, statues, 
marbled halls and soft lights. 

Of course, both the Stockholm 
and the Moscow undergrounds 
gained from having a strong aes- 
thetic policy in place before buil- 
ding began. The options for most 
British transport authorities are 
much more limited. Nevertheless, 
the Gulbenkian report suggests 
many ways forward. For example, 
it wants the Department of Trans- 
port to adopt the “per cent for an" 
scheme whereby, for every pound 
spent on new projects, a penny 
would be spent on art com- 
missions. The building of the 
Channel Tunnel rail terminal at 
Stratford East alone would guar- 
antee a Golden Age for British 
sculpture. 

The authors would also like to 
see British RaQ experiment with 
cinema compartments and chil- 
dren's entertainment compart- 
ments, and. suggest that thesis a 
place for live entertainers, thpugh 
they do concede that “live peifor- 
mance in trains carries the danger . 
of being an iftitani to-thoso who- 
want nothing more than the peace 
to read their paper or sleep”.* 

On the controversial question of 


buskers, however, the repor ts 
strangely .reticent. Perhaps tha is 
because the transport authories 
persist in branding buskers as tv- 
breakers. though busking is der- 
ly flourishing {and o foot higty 
entertaining) in every cen&l 
London tube station. One day. n 
imaginative transport authocy 
might legitimise busking, Licere 
and organise it, thus transform ig 
the atmosphere of its stations.

M umbling Geordie

However, she insisted 
and she now has two 3cm scars 
which can't be hidden in the 
breast fold, because there is no 
breast fold.’ 

Mr Teny said his 38-year-old 
wife. Christine, had a breast 
implant operation ten years ago. 
“If I thought there was any risk. I 
would make sure she got them 
removed. Our medical advisory 
committee has now decided we 
have no alternative but to back the 
advice of the FDA ” 

Mr Peter Davis, who has an 
NHS and Harley Street plastic 
surgery practice, said he planned 
to consult colleagues about the 
implant issue. 

“1 have not had a single patient 
asking for an implant to be 
removed, although half a dozen 
asked if they were safe following 
the last television programme. 1 
am convinced that implants are as 
safe as any other product used in 
surgery. 

“I think the FDA has been very 
irresponsible over this. It has 
moved the goalposts, vacillated, 
and caused a great deal of anxiety. 
But because it is die most powerful 
drugs administration agency in 
the world, 1 think we have to go 
along with it Even if the Ameri- 
cans ban breast implants, other 
countries will make die devices 
and perform the operations.” 

Mr Dai Davies, the secretary of 
the British Association of Aesthetic 
Plastic Surgeons says: “If silicone 
was banned, 1 think we would 
simply use implants with other 
fillings. But I don't think there is 
any evidence that silicone causes 
any Jong-term adverse effects. 

“When you get hundreds of 
thousands of people using some- 
thing. then inevitably some of 
diem will get cancer, get arthritis, 
get run over. The risks of all those 
things are quite high for all of us.”

A BRIEF HISTORY 
OF IMPLANTS 


• Early breast augmentation 
techniques in Europe and the US 
in the 1950s included the 
dermo-fat graft using a lozenge- 
shaped piece of flesh from the 
buttock. But the breast often 
shrank or became hard. 

• Experiments with foam 
sponges were similarly 
unsuccessful. In the !950s, 

French scientists invented a 
rubber-compound balloon 
filled with water or saline. There 
was a risk of the breast 
deflating within hours or of the 
plug later working loose. 

• In the early 1960s. Thomas 
Cronin, an American plastic 
surgeon, invented the silastic 
prosthesis, the precursor of 
today’s implants. This 
comprised a gel inside a firmer 
“envelope", and had 
characteristics similar to the real 
breast. Leakage was still a 
problem, in this case, of solvents 
in the gel, which causes 
painful inflammation in the 
surrounding tissue. During 

the next 20 years, modifications 
apptpred. including the 
particularly successful High 
Performance Silastic 11. 
produced by Dow-Coming in 
America. But capsular 
contraction was a hazard. 

• Polyurethane- coated 
implants, with reduced incidence 
of contraction, appeared in the 
late 1980s. Last year, however, 
the American Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) questioned 
the safety of poJyurethane- 
coated MEM and Replicon 
brands. FDA scientists said 

the coating could break down in 
the body into the chemical 2- 
toluene diamine |TDA). shown to 
cause cancer in laboratory 
rats. Surgitek, the manufacturers, 
have ceased production of the 
implants. 

• Last July, the FDA began its 
investigation into the safety of all 
implants, including the 
textured implant introduced two 
years ago. in which the 
silicone envelope itself is textured, 
instead of having a 
polyurethane coating, avoiding 
any risk which may be 
attached to such a coating. 

e Most implants are made in 
the US. although some are made 
in France. In America, about 

700.000 women have had 
implants after cancer surgery, 
as well as 1 .3 million for 
augmentation. The rate is now 

135.000 women a year, or one 
woman in 50. In Britain, 
expert estimates the number as 
between 3,000 and 5.000 a 
year, at an average cost for private 
patients of £2.500.

You 
can’t expect the manufac- 
turers and cosmetic surgeons 
to do it because they are 
bound to have vested 
interests.” 

She feds that the govern- 
ment should cany out inten- 
sive research into the 
implants immediately and 
supply women with more 
facts so they know the risks 
they are taking.

ried rat on breast cancer. “It 
causes pain and misery to so 
many women it should be put 
at the top of Britain's health 
agenda. We need to know 
what causes it and how to 
prevent it After all it is the 
one thing that every woman 
fears." she says. 

What makes the pain 
harder to bear was that she 
was disappointed with the 
results of her breast im- 
plant from the beginning. 
“Aesthetically and visually it 
wasn’t a great success and it 
didn’t come up to my 
expectations. The surgeon 
said it was an average re- 
sult,” she says. 

“I don’t know anyone else 
who has had an implant so I 
fed very isolated. You can’t 
go around talking about the 
problem because people 
wouldn't understand. Yet it 
has had an huge effect on my 
life and whatever happens I 
don’t think I will ever stop 
worrying."

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Victims of a 
trying system 

Jury service is a duty many people 
cannot afford, argues Frances Gibb 


J urors, those dozens tradition- 
a Uy perceived as the corner- 
stone of the legal system, 
appear to be revolting. Large 
numbers tailed to turn up this 
week to do their stint at the 
Old Bailey, preferring to take 
an extended Christmas break. An- 
other 200 at the same court had 
already succeeded in being ex- 
cused from jury service — again 
pleading Christmas holiday 
arrangements. 

The Lord Chancellor's depart- 
ment was reduced to scurrying 
around neighbouring courts, 
locating surplus jurors, and 
bussing them to the Old Bailey to 
bring at least some of Lhe idle 
courts into operation. It was. the 
offirials insist, a one-off occur- 
rence. but how disillusioned is the 
ordinary dozen with jury service? 
Do people dread the buff envelope 
summoning them to attend a 
certain court on a fixed day? 

With the number of long trials 
on the increase, jury service is no 
longer a minor disruption of 
ordinary' life, will- 
ingly undertaken 
in the interests of 
justice. It has be- 
come a significant 
burden, causing 
costly upheaval at 
home and at work, 
sometimes with 
harsh consequen- 
ces for businesses 
and even personal 
relationships. 

Jurors are sum- 
moned for a nomi- 
nal period of two 
weeks. But in many 
cases they’ may be 
required for long- 
er. What of those 
who end up on a 
fraud rrial lasting 
several months such as the Blue 
A now/ County NatWest prosecu- 
tion? Lord Lane, the Lord Chief 
Justice, recently warned of the 
dangers of the "megamal” which 
has begun to afflict the legal 
system in the past five years. 

He spoke of seven criminal trials 
being heard or to be heard in 
London alone, due to last between 
one and six months. Nor is the 
"meg atrial" confined to criminal 
cases: he cited some 20 civil cases 
also estimated to run for more 
than a month. Lord Lane's 
particular concern is with the 
strain on judges and the loss of 
judicial manpower, but at least, 
one may argue, they are carrying 
out their chosen work and are 
well paid. Although jurors may 
claim up to E3S.50 a day for 
loss of earnings up to the 11 th day 
(and after that up to £77 a day), as 
well as allowances, this is often 
inadequate. 

The Juries Act of 1 974 provides 
a long list of statutory exemptions 
from jury service, including a wide 
range of professionals: lawyers, 
doctors, clergymen, prison offi- 
cers, MPs. military and naval per- 
sonnel. What, though, of mothers 
with small children, for instance? 
Or the small businessman? It is a 
perennial criticism of the jury 
system that it unrepresentative of 
the population, favouring house- 
wives and the unemployed. 

As trial lengths increase, so will 
the range of people excusing 
themselves from jury service. In 
the Blue Arrow/County NatWesi 
trial, more than 100 potential 
jurors (two in three) excused them- 


selves when confronted with a list 
of questions such as: had holidays 
been booked, whether they were 
pregnant, whether they had im- 
portant appointments during the 
year or were taking examinations. | 
Furthermore, there is the 
frustration of sitting about in court 
for two weeks, for perhaps two , 
minor cases of theft in which the ! 
evidence may not amount to proof. 
In my own experience of jury 
service, long periods of boredom I 
were relieved by three such cases, 
involving, in one instance, the 
theft of cwo hordes of milk. , 

The Bar has recently high- 1 
lighted the lack of facilities in | 
many courts for their users, indu- 1 
ding jurors. And jurors tend to be 
herded about by court officials, 
like a dass of schoolchildren. "A 
humiliating business" is how one 
juror. Lai la Spence, described her 
experience in The Times last 
summer. “You wait until you are 
told to go upstairs, then wait again 
until it is time to file in. in the 
correct order of course, into court 
The court usher 
tells you when 
to stand, the 
judge tells you 
when to retire. The 
usher then decides 
whether you may 
go downstairs for a 
cup of coffee or 
wait in the retiring 
room." 

Such experi- 
ences are probably 
commonplace, but 
because of the cur- 
rent ban on re- 
search into juries, 
little is known of 
what jurors make 
of their task. Next 
week, however, the 
Royal Commission 
on Criminal Justice will announce 
a survey imo lhe workings of 
crown courts in England and 
Wales. As part of this, jurors will 
for the first time be asked their 
opinions of the whole experience, 
from the performance of the judge 
and the lawyers io how much they 
understood of the evidence. 

This may lift the lid on how- 
widespread dissatisfaction is. In 
the meantime, some action is in 
hand to improve the jurors lot. 
The Lord Chancellor's depart- 
ment is revising the explanatory 
leaflet sent to jurors with the 
summons, and is considering 
showing them a video about the 
court process. The government 
also intends to end the juiy’s 
overnight hotel stay — although 
ironically this is considered by 
many jurors to be their only perk! 

Much more needs to be done. A 
charter for the courts to improve 
facilities, as proposed by the Bar, 
would ease the juror's plight. 
However, the problem of 
"megatrials’’ is more complex: it is 
already prompting calls to resur- 
rect the proposal of the R os kill 
committee to scrap juries in long 
fraud trials altogether: 

The Royal Commission, in its 
journey into the criminal justice 
system, must take heed of the 
juror. There is a real risk that jury 
service, which should command 
wide respect as a bulwark of the 
English legal system. will become 
derided and boycotted, to be 
shored up by an unrepresentative 
few who either lack the clout to 
escape it or who have nothing 
better to do.

talks by deportations 


I srael's derision to deport 12 
Palestinians in response to the 
murder of a Jewish settler in 
Gaza last week has been con- 
demned by the UN Security Coun- 
cil and many governments. The 
Palestinian leadership described 
that action as “a continuation of 
Israel's destructive policy designed 
to torpedo the peace proass”. 
Taking a somewhat similar view. a 
British Foreign Office spokesman 
called the action "particularly 
provocative ai this stage of the 
peace process". 

How then should Israel have 
responded io ihe murder of Doron 
Shorshan. the latest in a series of 
terrorist attacks against Israeli 
targets which began last October? 
An American State Department 
spokesman last week had a ready, 
and formally impeccable, answer 
to that question: “Israel should 
bring the perpetrators to jus- 
tice." This is a good specimen 
of the kind of advice that is easier 
to give than to take. People in 
Britain should know, if people 
in America do not, that it 
is not always altogether easy 
to bring to justice the perpe- 
trators of terrorist crimes. The 
authorities usually know, or think 
they know, the organisation which 
is behind any given terrorist act 
But they rarely know which indi-

viduals were responsible, and it is 
individuals rather than organ- 
isations who have to be put on 
trial. 

r have no doubt that if the Israeli 
authorities knew who killed Doron 
Shorshan. and had evidence to 
prove it, thqy would put those 
people on trial and secure their 
conviction. This would have been 
both popular in Israel and accept- 
able to the international commu- 
nity. I infer from the procedure 
actually followed that the Israeli 
authorities do not know, and do 
not believe they ever will know who 
killed Doran Shorshan. 

Let us then rephrase our origi- 
nal question. Granted that the 
murderers of Doran Shorshan are 
unknown, how should Israel have 
reacted to the murder? Bear in 
mind that to do nothing is not an 
acceptable option. While outside 
opinion ignores the Arab terrorist 
campaign, and interests itself only 
in Israeli responses to it, people 
in Israel itself axe angry and 
apprehensive and demand a more 
effective response from the au- 
thorities- In such circumstances. 


threat to peace 


one possible response is the frame- 
up: grab members of a particular 
ethnic group — in this case. Pales- 
tinian Arabs — beat confessions 
out of them, fake corroborative 
evidence, and then daim to have 
“brought the perpetrators to 
justice”. 

Deportation of individuals may 
be contrary to the Geneva Conven- 
tion but it is both more decent and 
more humane than the course 
followed, under similar circum- 
stances and pressures in Britain, 
in the convictions of alleged terror- 
ists following the Birmingham 
and Guildford bombings. 

I don’t believe fora moment that 
Mr Shamir deported the 12 with 
the intention of disrupting the 
peace talks. He was responding, as 
every politician has to do. to the 
expectations and the pressures of 
his own community. And it is not 
at present at all in Israel’s interests 
that these talks should break 
down. Apart bom Israel's stand- 
ing need to be on as good terms as 
possible with America. Israel itself 
can hope to win something prec- 
ious from these talks: self-rule for 


the populations of rhe West Bank 
and Gaza, along finds resembling 
those already proposed by Mr 
Begin and by Mr Shamir, with no 
more intifada. It is true that Israel 
will not uproot Jewish settlements 
in the territories, wfll not give up 
East Jerusalem or its strategic 
fortifications along the Jordan 
escarpment, and will require ac- 
cess to the territories by the Israeli 
Defence Force {IDF), both for 
supplies io die fortification garri- 
sons and for protection of the 
settlements. 

Obviously, the talks may eventu- 
ally break down over any of these 
issues. But they may not. What is 
now being discussed is, from the 
Palestinian point of view, an 
interim arrangement. The word 
interim has positive possibilities. 
No Palestinians could agree to 
give up their claim to Jerusalem, 
but the Palestinians who are 
now negotiating may eventually 
agree to interim arrangements 
which do not — for the moment — 
apply to Jerusalem. They have a 
strong incentive to do so. They 
represent the Arab population of 


lhe West Bank and Gaza. Thai 
population wans an end »» i» 
ihe policing of their areas by the 
IDF and io the (consequential) 
intifada.

not we can choose between vari- 
ous combinations of exchange and 
interest rates to. suit our domestic 
economy. 


T he government faces a 
cruel dilemma. One of 
the central planks in its 
policy is membership of 
the exchange-rate mechanism of 
the European Monetary System, 
and making the resulting “disci- 
pline" siick.~This was supposed to 
change fundamentally the British 
character, so that we would 
achieve higher productivity and 
lower wage increases. It was a 
question of seeing it through, 
of grit, of determination. It was 
said to be the only way to kill 
inflation. 

Membership of the ERM has 
indeed killed inflation, but in my 
opinion it has overkilled it and 
inflation is now zero or even 
negative. It is starting to strangle 
the British economy. The dilemma 
is whether to jettison membership 
of the ERM or imperil the domes- 
tic economy. 

Few people believe that econom- 
ic recovery is about to start, and ' 
many believe the recession is 
gening worse: there is a feeling in 
some quarters that we may be on 
the verge of a real slump. This is 
not surprising. There used to be a 
policy of controlling the money 
supply, using the monetary indica- 
tors — MO for narrow money, and 
M4 for broad money — io signal 
the state of the economy. This was 
lhe polity that brought inflation 
down from 22 per cent in 1979 to 
3 >2 percent in 1983. 

In the year to October 1991, 
M4 grew by only 6.3 percent, and 
MO by only 2.6 per cenL With 
inflation running at about 5 per 
cent over the same period, the 
implications are that the money 
supply is not growing, even that it 
is contracting. This suggests that 
the economy will decline further 
unless policy is changed. 

The reason rhe money supply is 
inadequate is that the real interest 
rate is so high. The rate of inflation 
at the moment may be around 
zero. For this purpose it is no good 
looking at the Retail Prices Index, 
for it measures changes in prices 


over the past 12 months. What 
matters in terms of the investors’ 
perception of the cost of borrowing 
money is the rate of inflation over 
the next 12 months. On that basis, 
the real rate of interest may now be 
higher than 10 percent 

The real rate of interest is as 
high as this in order to maintain 
the pound’s position in the ERM. 
High interest rates will hold the 
value of the pound up temporarily 
by attracting investors to take 
advantage of it, but in time the 
pound will have to find its true 
value in relation to the other ERM 
currencies. That true value is 
mainly the result of changes in 
relative labour costs between us 
and the other ERM members. 

For instance, over the 1980s our 
unit labour costs increased by 23 
per cent more than Germany’s, 
and the pound fell by 25 per cent 
against the mark, Alas, over the 
past two years. British labour costs 
have increased by about 10 per 
cent more than foe other ERM 
countries. This indicates that the 
pound may have lost about 10 per 
cent of its value compared to foe 
mark over thar period. The 
Treasury predicts an improve- 
ment of about 3 He per cent in our 
relative unit labour costs over 
1992. bur that is nothing like 
enough to compensate for foe 
previous rise. 

The kernel of the argument for 
membership of the ERM was that 
it would exert a "discipline” on 
business, forcing it to contain its 
labour costs to foe same sort of 
increases as the other members. 
The weakness of that scheme is 
what happens if it doesn't contain 
these costs. 

We can now see the result we 
haven't contained our costs, and 
we have entered a deepening 
recession. Businesses face foe twin 
hurdles of a real interest rale 
which is too high and an exchange 
rate which makes them uncompet- 
itive in world markets. For it to 
come right. Britain would need to 
cut its labour costs probably by

a world trend that we cannot buck.

As Karl Otto PfihL then presi- 
dent of foe Bundesbank, once 
rightly said: "Interest rales should 
be set according to domestic 
monetary conditions, arid foe ex- 
change rate should be left to go 
where it will" An option remains: 
for the government to put foe 


domestic economy first, and 
forget about foe ERM. 

Such an option is described as a 
“quick fix”, or the “humiliation" of 
devaluation or (worse still) as be- 
traying our commitment to 
Europe. So be h. I desperately 
want the government to be re- 
elected, so a “quick fix” would not 
worry me. Nor do i find floating 
exchange rates "humiliating’': it is 
no more so than the floating price 
of ICI shares is humiliating when 
they go down. Our obligation to 
the British people must take prece- 
dence over our obligations to 
Europe. 

W hat if we were mem- 
bers of a single Euro- 
pean currency? In 
that case, it would 
make no sense to advocate a 
change in exchange rates or even 
in interest rates. Both would be 
impossible, and for all time: There 
would be no available cure for 
recession: at least there is one now. 
How right John Major was to 
reserve our position on joining 
such an iB-starred venture. 

Logically, iris nm possible to see 
die defects of a single currency, as 
Jtfoh Major dearly has, and yet 
not see tire warning signs in the 
operation of 15 months’ member- 
ship of the ERM. We must leave 
the ERM — not just settle for a 
realignment within it To do so 
would merely store up trouble for 
the future.' 

This is the way for the govern- 
ment to be reelected. Both Labour 
and Liberal Democrats are 
hoofcecf not only on dutiful mem- 
bership of the ERM. but on a 
complete surrender to foe single 
currency. The British people des- 
perately want the economy to 
recover, and they smell trouble in 
further Brussels control of our 
economy. The government could 
saw off foe limb upon which both 
opposition parties are perched, 
and at a stroke restore confidence 
in an economic recovery, and in 
hopes of our retaining control of 
qur economy. The way to do it, as 
little Finland has recently done, is 
to announce that we are cutting 
loose from foe ERM forthwith.

S ince Franklin D. Roosevelt 
neglected to observe that 
the only thing we have to 
worry about is worry itself, you 
can tell that he did not do his 
own unpacking.

Lacking, however, a chef de 
manage, l returned from France 
yesterday to do the stuff with the 
shoes and shirts myself; and it 
all went well enough until the 
suitcase was empty, at which 
point it stopped going well 
because the suitcase was not 
empty at alL I discovered this 
when, having finished stashing. 
I went to shut iL There was a 
thing crawling out of it. The 
thing so far had only a couple of 
legs over foe edge, but aftera bit 
it had a lot of legs over the edge, 
phis a fair number of wines and 
antennae, and after that it 
crawled down foe outside of the 
suitcase and began examining 
foe carpel. The carpet threw 
it. You could tell that from 
foe antennae. The thing was 
worried. 

It was not alone. 

In foe old days, of course, 
before we were all whole-earth, 
lead-free. foxiphile. free-range, 
fur-shunning, caring organic 
New Men. I should not "have 


worried at all. If a thing which 
had crawled into my suitcase in 
France had crawled out of it 
again in England. 1 should have 
stepped on it My sole concern 
would have been, quite literally, 
that: for it used to be a tricky 
and unsavoury business, scrap- 
ing insect detritus off your shoe. 
You had to hop somewhere that 
had a knife and a bin and a tap. 

Entomological rectitude, how- 
ever. has changed all that we no 
longerstep on things lightly, we 
worry about them. and. even 
worse, we worry about worrying 
about them, because we lack the 
wherewithal to know exactly 
what it is we ought to be 
worrying about 

Take yesterday's thing. It was 
roughly an inch long, with 
btiniished-copper wings folded 
neatly behind a round, slightly 
homed head, the whole borne 
about on six hairy little legs.

Might my uninformed 
pandering not result in some 
horrible franglais hybrid, in- 
vulnerable to natural enemy or 
pesticide, which would soon, in 
its unstoppable billions, pro- 
ceed to munch our entire land- 
scape? I may not understand 
much about chaos theory, but 
any fool knows that Pandora’s 
box is foil of horseshoe-nails. 

What alternative, then? Pop it 
in a matchbox and repatriate it. 
contrary to God knows what 
lurking Maastricht footnote? 
Worse, have it expire en route, 
and find myself up before the 
Hague beak on a hydra-headed 
charge of causing unnecessary 
suffering to an Illegal export 
deprived of political asylum 
and, furthermore, contravening 
Europostal regulations regard- 
ing the cross-Channel mailing of 
meat possibly infected with 
Mad Insect Disease?

THE addition of foe two newest 
members to foe exclusive dub of 
newspaper barons has confirmed 
Labour’s worst fears: that foe 
Maxwell newspapers will fall into 
the hands of wealthy T oiy support- 
ers. The Barday brothers. David 
and Frederick, who this week 
bought The European, maintain a 
low public profile Yet privately rhe 
two have dose connections in the 
very highest Tory tildes. 

Last year it was the brothers who 
solved Mrs Thatcher's housing 
problem with a short-term lease on 
her five-storey house in Chester 
Square. They had been introduced 
to her by Sir Tim Bell, foe former 
prime minister's favourite PR 
man, who helped run all three 
election campaigns under her 
leadership. The brothers own 1 7 
per cent of Bell’s umbrella com- 
pany. Chime Communications, 
and Alan Chamberiain. manag- 
ing director of The European, is 
also on Beirs board. 

One of Bell’s companies. Lowe 
Bell Communications, is acting as 
a consultant to several of the 
emerging East European democ- 
racies. where The European will 
no doubt be hoping to build 
circulation. 

This is not the Barday brothers’ 
first foray into foe world of news- 
papers: they unsuccessfully bid for 
the Express group several years 
ago. But the brothers’ acquisition 
of The European has worried lead- 
ing Labour party supporters. The 
broadcaster Geoffrey Goodman, a 
former assistant editor of the 
Daily Mirror, while glad foe title 
has " been saved, says: “This 
strengthens the fear which exists 
at the very highest level of the 
Labour party about the future of 
the Maxwell papers. It is a real 
source of political anxiety."

Set-aside land 

From MrTony Pexton 

Sir. Dr David Clark. Labour’s agri- 
culture spokesman is wrong in 
attributing the fall in the UK cereals 
area from 3.9 million hectares in 
1989 to 3.5 million in 1991 to land 
bring set aside from production 
(report, January 1). 

There are less than 155.000 hect- 
ares in the foreyear set-aside scheme. 
Thus set-aside accounts for less than 
a half of the fall in the cereals area. 
Since 1989 the area of oflseed rape 
has increased by nearly 125,000 
hectares. Rises in temporaiy grass- 
land and other crops account for the 
rest. 

Fanners who join the scheme are 
idling their most productive asset — 
their land — on which there still are 
costs such as rent, insurance and 
labour. They are not “being paid for 
nothing" — the set-aside has to be 
managed. It is only just that they 
should receive some compensation.

administration) a minimum of 15 to 
20 seconds would elapse before the 
subject became affected — long 
enough for an accurately aimed shot 
from any real firearm possessed by 
the subject to kill or wound a 
policeman. 

If, as is much more likely to 
happen, the injection were to be in- 
tramuscular. several minutes would 
elapse before the effects of the drug 
became apparent.

Ways of curbing libel law abuse 


From Mr D. S. Hooper 
Sir. Having fought Robert Maxwell 
in libel actions for the last 15 years I 
am convinced — like your leader 
writer (January 2) and Mr Tom 
Welsh (letter. December 30) — lhat 
his abuse of the libel laws requires 
more far-reaching reforms than 
those proposed by Lord Justice Neill 
(reports. October 8 and 22, 1991). 

It was all too easy for Maxwell to 
fire off a writ and to massage some 
defamatory meaning our of words 
whidi he did not particularly care 
for. He seldom bothered to take his 
cases to court, relying on the power of 
his or his company’s money and on 
the comfon that the law of libd gives 
to an unscrupulous plaintiff. 

He rarely dispatched, before tak- 
ing legal action, a letter which would 
have enabled the offending writer to 
pur rhe matter right by an apology 
without court proceedings. He 
publicised his libel actions in his 
newspapers. He was well aware of 
the deterrent effect of a libel writ. 

Some checks should be imposed 
on those tempted to emulate him by 
requiring them to particularise pre- 
cisely what it is they daim is false. 
This should then be verified on 
affidavit. This would show a defen- 
dant what the plaintiff claims is the 
truth of the matter and would be 
preferable to the present form of libel 
claim, which all too often simply 
quotes large chunks from an artide 
or book followed by a tortured 
defamatory meaning. 

More libel actions could be settled 
at an early stage as each side would 
see the detail of the other's case. A 
plaintiff deliberately putting forward 
a false case to muzzle adverse 
comment would be guilty of perjury. 

MaxwdTs pursuit of the un- 
authorised biographies about him 
highlighted the nred to restrict pre- 
emptive actions against distributors. 
He repeatedly failed to obtain 
injunctions against Tom Bower’s 
book. However, he achieved the 
same result by intimidating book- 
sellers. by threat of libel actions, into 
not stocking any but the authorised 
biography. 

He was able to do this without ever 
bringing his libel action against Mr 
Bower to trial. He did not even have 
to give any undertaking to pay 
damages to Mr Bower if his daim 
proved to be without merit as would 
have been the case if he had obtained 
an injunction. 

While the courts in the Goldsmith 
and Private Eye litigation felt that 
tills did not amount to an abuse of 
the process of the court, the experi- 
ence of Maxwell dearly requires such 
a reassessment of actions against 
distributors before the main libel 
action has been decided.

East Timor massacre 

From MrJoao Boavida

Sir. The Indonesian occupation of 
the former Portuguese territory of 
East Timor constitutes one of the 
most flagrant breaches of inter- 
national law and sustained abuse of 
human rights in post-war history. 

Between 1975 and 1991, upwards 
of a quarter of the original popula- 
tion of 088,000 have been killed, a 
worse record than the Khmer Rouge 
in Cambodia. During these 16 years 
of military rule, numerous massacres 
have been perpetrated against the 
civilian population. 

Most recently between 75 and 100 
died when Indonesian troops opened 
fire on a crowd of mourners at the 
Santa Cruz cemetery (report. Nov- 
ember 19: leading artide. November 
22), an inddent filmed by a British 
cameraman from Yorkshire Tele- 
vision. Since that time many more 
are thought to have died from their 
wounds or from arbitrary execution 
by the Indonesian security forces. 

Foreign eyewitnesses have denied 
Indonesian allegations that the 
massacre was provoked by violence 
on the part of the East Timorese 
crowd. Yet. although the Indonesian 
commission of enquiry has itself 
ad mined that it was unable to con- 
duct proper interview with East 
Timorese witnesses because of the 
dimate of Tear now prevailing in the 
temtory, it still sought to endorse the 
army's line that the massacre was 

mange" (Father Marsden’s word) 
into which our children are being led 
is but a symptom of a disease from 
which the church is suffering. It has 
its roots in the Second Vatican 
Council. 

Far from swelling the numbers in 
the church, the new watered-down 
doctrines haw confused the young to 
such an extent that they are indeed

Your constructive leading artide 
rightly points out that our law of 
libel, already shaken by some ab- 
surdly high awards, has been further 
discredited by the knowledge that 
Robert Maxwell abused the system 
in order to suppress reasonable crit- 
icism of himself and his businesses. 

It is right lhat those who comment 
critically on contemporary issues 
should be under a duty to conduct 
their research thoroughly and 
impartially. However, the most 
industrious authors live in fear that 
anyone they offend will threaten libel 
proceedings in order to force the 
withdrawal of a book. 

The procedural complexities, de- 
lays and costs of libel actions stack 
the odds in favour of wealthy liti- 
gants. As a result the pressure on 
authors, publishers and their advis- 
ers is always to “play iL safe", to the 
detriment of serious investigative 
writing.

Obituaries 


JOYCE BUTLER 



Joyce Butler. Labour and Co- 
operative MP from 1955 to 
1979, died on January 2 
aged SI. She was bom on 
December 13, 1910. 

JOYCE Butler was a feminist 
before the term became popu- 
lar and a Labour MP who 
deserved more from her party 
than the parliamentary pri- 
vate secretaryship to the Min- 
ister of Land and Natural 
Resources to which she was 
appointed in 1965 and which 
proved to be the highpoint of 
her official career. What she 
achieved, however, was prob- 
ably more important to her 
than junior office. 

She pioneered the Wom- 
en's Cervical Cancer Cam- 
paign. later the Women's 
National Cancer Control 
Campaign, becoming its first 
president She fought dis- 
crimination against women 
and in 1968 introduced her 
own biD which would have 
made discrimination illegal. 

Though no royalist Joyce 
Butler was prompted to trans- 
form her own views into legis- 
lation by the Queen’s 1967 
Christmas broadcast which 
emphasised the need for 
greater opportunities for 
women. After her own efforts 
to obtain parliamentary time 
had failed, she unhesitatingly 
and unselfishly handed on 
her measure to Willie Hamil- 
ton. who had been successful 
in the ballot for private mem- 
bers bills. The bill was talked 
out by the Tory MP. Ronald 
Bell, but when a Conservative 
government produced a bill, 
which eventually became law 
in 1973. it was supported and 
in some cases improved by 
Joyce Butler in spite of the 
fact that she felt it did noi go 
as far as she would have 
wanted. 

She was the daughter of a 
photographer and educated 
at King Edward's High 
School. Birmingham. She 
had been a socialist since 


girlhood and joined the Lab- 
our Party in 1931. the year 
which saw the party in great- 
er disarray than at any time 
since its foundation. She re- 
mained a 193 Os- type socialist 
all her life — idealistic, paci- 
fist. a believer in the co-opera- 
tive movement, a supporter of 
the rights of man and. more 
important to her. the rights of 
women. 

She was elected to Wood 
Green council in 1947 and 
was its leader in 1954-55. 
Although she was quietly spo- 
ken and stayed shy through- 
out her public life she proved 
a tough disciplinarian in the 
old Herbert Morrison tradi- 
tion during her period as 


leader. She was the first chair- 
man of the new London Bor- ’ 
ough of Haringey in 1964-5 
and its first mayoress in 
1965-6. 

In 1955 she was elected for 
the safe seat of Wood Green 
and was soon recognised in 
the House as one of its lead- 
ing authorities on housing. 
She opposed nuclear weap- 
ons from the outset of her 
parliamentary career and 
was a prominent figure on the 
Aldermasion marches. The 
subjects on which she spoke 
in the Commons were on her 
familiar territory — health, 
local government, the envi- 
ronment and consumer is- 
sues. She tried to get 


MIKE FRANKOVICH 


Mike Frnnkovich. film pro- 
ducer in London and Holly- 
wood. died in Los Angeles on 
New Year's Day aged S /. He 
was bom on September 29, 
1910 in Bisbee. Arizona. 

SOME producers contrive to 
leave a personal mark on 
everything they touch. Mike 
Frankovich was not one of 
those. He was essentially a 
company man. making run- 
of-the-mill films which sel- 
dom showed much ambition 
to rise above the level of neatly 
packaged, eminently work- 
manlike entertainment. By 
the time he started to produce 
his own films in the early 
Fifties, the days of producers 
who asked for nothing better 
than to be a cog in the com- 
pany wheel were nearly over. 
The only way one could be 
effectively a company man in 
film production was by run- 
ning the whole show, and this 
for a while Frankovich did. at 
Columbia, the company with 
which he was most associated 
throughout his career. 

He came to that point by 
degrees. The adopted son of 
the comedian Joe E. Brown, 
he was brought up on the 



fringes of showbusiness. and 
after graduating from UCLA 
went into radio, which during 
the Thirties was an important 
training ground for new tal- 
ent. He was a successful com- 
mentator. and wrote and 
produced his own shows. In 
1938 he took a logical step by 
entering films as a screenwrit- 
er. and in 1940 he married 
the British bom film star 
Binnie Barnes, who was to 
appear in several of his films, 
even after her official retire- 
ment His career was inter- 


rupted by the second world 
war, most of which he spent 
in the US Army, the latter 
part in Europe. Like many 
soldiers stationed in Europe 
at die war’s end. he acquired 
a taste for the Continent and 
stayed on to become an inde- 
pendent producer based in 
London. 

Some of his early films, 
such as Decameron Nights 
and Footsteps In The Fog. 
were stylish and off-beat 
enough to attract some atten- 
tion. In 1955 he took an 
executive position with Co- 
lumbia in London, and by 
1959 had been put in charge 
of the company's whole 
London operation. In 1962 
his responsibilities were ex- 
tended to cover all of Colum- 
bia's international pro- 
duction. The following year 
he went back to Hollywood as 
vice-president in charge of 
Columbia's whole production 
programme. 

As executive producer he 
was generally responsible for 
a number of big successes, 
including the (in its day) 
slightly shocking Bob and 
Carol and Ted and Alice, 
and the John Le Cant adap- 


advertising of sweets banned 
from children’s television pro- 
grammes and she was anx- 
ious to protect shoppers from 
any possible trading stamp 
exploitation. 

She was a passionate ani- 
mal lover, her concern rang- 
ing from bullfighting to the 
forcerfeeding of geese to pro- 
duce p&tfe de foie gras. She 
was chairman of the select 
committee on violence In the 
family in 1966-77 and sug- 
gested unsuccessfully that the 
government should set up a 
telephone service to help bat- 
tered children — another of 
her ideas which was before its 
time. In 1976 she was one of 
the MPs who walked out 
from the committee set up to 
consider amendments to the 
1967 Abortion Act because 
she believed that the commit- 
tee’s aim might be to curb the 
grounds on which abortion 
was legally available. 

Although she never ob- 
tained the office in which she 
might have flourished, her 
colleagues recognised her 
qualities by electing her vice- • 
chairman of the Parliamenta- 
ry Labour Party from 1968 to 
1970. For nine years she was 
joint chairman of the parlia- 
mentary comminee on pollu- 
tion and she served on the 
estimates committee in 1959- 
60. From 1964-79 she was 
on the chairman's panel. 

The Fawcett Society, dedi- 
cated to equality between the 
sexes, made her its vice-presi- 
dent. Just before the 1979 
election she announced thai 
she would not be seeking re- 
election to her constituency — 
Haringey, as Wood Green 
had become — but in retire- 
ment she continued to be 
active as president of the 
London Passenger Action 
Concern and as vice-presi- 
dent of Wood Green Age 
Concern. She is survived by 
her husband, Vic Butler, a 
Haringey councillor, their 
son and daughter.

YOUR obituary of Mr Justice 
Martyn Ward (December 28} 
highlighted his love of speed 
and zest for life.

Archaeology 

When popes flourished 
in southern France

A LOST palace of the popes has 
been rediscovered near Avignon in 
southern France. Built as a summer 
residence, the palace was^ destroyed - 
by Protestants in the .sixteenth 
century and then demolished after 
the French Revolution. 

Only one fragment of the palace is 
still standing but die town piar^of 
Sorgues, nine Idfomorestitrcu Avfc, = 
gnon. preserves the cmtiine of the _ 
square-towered structure" in the' . 
present street layout. Measuring t7 i 
metres (250ft) on a ride, the castle- 
like building had five towers and a 
curtain wall; It was less of a fortress 
than a fortified dwelling, however, 
according tp Dr A T. LuttreD and . 
DrT. F. C. Blagg. 

Reporting the. discovery in 
Archaeologies they note that, the 
palace was built fay John XXII, the - 
■ second of the Avignon popes dining 
the papal exile from Rome in the 
early fourteenth century. Construc- 
tion began in 1318 on a terrace 
overlooking the River Ouveze. and 
documentary evidence has enabled 
them to reconstruct the ground plan 
and the position of the various 
rooms. 

Four of the towers were, at the 
comers, the fifth over die mam* 
gateway facing the bridge; die site 
was put together by purchasing 


houses in Sorgues, which was a 
' town already in papal territory. 
Orify the northern part of the west 
wing survives, still some 12 metres 
(40ft) high with windows on four 
Spots. Thae is evidence of a timber 
' corridor which would have been 
‘part of the cloister, and for numer- 
iterations. 

.'Several popes, mduding Benedict 
'^GLLJ^anV and Gregory XI, lived 
‘jnmep&laoe at Sorgues, although 
when Gregory toojc the papacy bade 
to Rome in 1376 its use declined 
and after. 1403 papal visits ceased. 
Initially, larger sums woe spent on 
the buildings than on the Avignon 
palace, although the same master 
builders and painters worked at 
both.- 

The palace combines features of 
thirteenth century.militajy architec- 
ture, inducting some originating 
with Edward Ts- castles in Wales, 
with more local ideas. “It was buSt 
at a period of transition in which tire 
defensive requinnents of the castle 
began to be subordinated to ostenta- 
tious design and greater domestic 
luxury.” the investigators argue.

The explorer traversing the coun- 
tries of the Upper Niger which a re 
situated on die Anglo-French fron- 
tier, is quietly led to a . curious 
conclusion: to form an approximate 
idea of the Btate of things in those 
regions he must carry himself hack 
to the Middle Ages, but solely as 
regards the coarse, brutal, and 
rudimentary features of the social 
institutions of that period, without 
any trace of literature or art.

They do not 
omit’ the morning and evening 
salaams, and when anyone offers 
them a glass of rum or absinthe in 
public they decline it with horrified 
gestures, but it is in order to ask for 
it with all the more insistence in 
secret — under a pretext of sickness, 
or for their hone “which has the

Such are the black . ratters whom 
the English- soldiers are about to 
figHt on the borders of Sierra Leone. 
They have perpetrated the same 
crimes on the territory of this 
colony as in French territory, and 
they are about to be unearthed by 
the F"E ,iB h troops with the same 
energy as our Senegalese troops 
have displayed against them. That 
is a piece of intelligence which can 
only be received with the greatest 
satisfaction- alike in France, in 
Senegal, and in French Soudan. 
England will have deserved well of 
civilization and of humanity when, 
in her turn, she shaft have rid the 
' regions of the Upper Niger of this

Sophisticated Ladies 
Globe 


FOR Fiue Guys Named Moe. still at 
the Lyric, a motley set of dudes 
bounce out of a radio set and proceed 
to cheer up a lovelorn boy by banging 
off loads of songs. In A Swell Parry. 
still at the Vaudeville, description of 
.Cole Porter's life and career dearty 
matters a lot less than the numbers 
that the cast find excuses to sing. But 
beside Sophisticated Ladies, each of 
these shows has a book as thick and 
busy as War and Peace. Do not take 
time out to glance down at the Globe 
programme, or you will probably 
miss the story. For myself, I suspect it 
occurred while I was blowing my nose 
in Act II. 

. Perhaps it is the most honest way. 
Sophisticated Ladies at least does not 
pretend to be more than some ani- 
mated pickings from the oeuvre of 
Duke Ellington. The show is not to be 
recommended to those who want to 
I earn any facts about the genius - 
whose trim, benign face hangs in 
genteel reproduction at the back of 
(he stage. Nor is it for serious lovers of 
his work, who will probably be 
irritated by the showbiz Qinuneiy and 
flummery, (t is for those who want to 
pass an undemanding couple of 
hours watching Roger Haines's gifted 
company sing and dance to the 
Duke's tunes. 

The proceedings open at the New 
York nighterie where Ellington made 
his name. We know this because 
someone tautologically calls out, 
“Welcome to Hariem’s most famous 
nightspot, the world-famous Cotton 
Club." Men in leopard-skin suits, 
with their chests bare, prance round a 
woman with what seems to be a giant 
artichoke on her head: and another 
young lady appears ridinp a huge, 
half-skinned banana, this time with a 
basket of fruit in her hair. But there is 
also the marvellous "El Don't Mean A 
Thing If It Ain't Got That Swing”, 
which is put over with brio by Jacqui 
Dubois and a tap-dancing retinue. 

Then it's off to a station complete 
with porter, luggage and puffs of 
steam: a quaint setting, surely, for the 
celebrated subway song. "Take the A 
Train". Even in the 1930s A trains, 
not to mention B. C and F trains.

traversed the bowels of Manhattan 
with the help of electricity, not coal 
fires and water. But let’s not quibble. 
This curious vehicle ends up in what a 
neon cocktail glass and a table of 
drinkers proclaim to be some down- 
town ban and here Jacqueline 
Dankworth sings "Solitude" with 
quiet and wistful power “I sit in my 
chair, Tm filled with despair, there's 
nobody could be so sad." The very 
banality of Ellington's lyrics can be a 
plus, suggesting as it does an unfaked 
simplicity of emotion. 

The second half whisks us back to a 
Harlem which has now acquired 


black, steel staircases, down which 
assorted bad-hats come to mime sex 
and robbery. A man in a tartan suit 
shoots a man in a pink one. There is 
also an abortive caid-game. unluckily 
to the accompaniment of one of 
Ellington’s most intense and dis- 
sonant numbers, “Ko-Ko”. This is 
one of several occasions when his 
educated jazz seems little more than 
background music: Even his fine “C 
Jam Blues" is heard as the audience 
returns from its interval drinks. 

StilL Charles Miller’s band plays 
well, at times almost too wdl. It lacks 


ness Ellington himself so valued that 
he actually marked scores “slovenly". 
Yet even so. there are moments when 
trumpeters, saxophonists, cast and 
composer combine to produce some- 
thing authentic. “Diminuendo in 
Blue” may pass for little, and the dtle- 
song itself far virtually nothing; but a 
blend of “I Got It Bad" and "Mood 
Indigo" brims with desolation. “He 
don't love me like 1 love him. nobody 
could, rve got it bad. and that ain’t 
good": there, at least, is the sound of 
Ellington, iuefuL melodious, original.

Dog in a Manger 

Cockpit 


ABSURDLY few plays by Lope de 
Vega, dead these 350 years, had been 
seen in this country until a small 
handful of Fringe companies decided 
to risk him and Dedan Donnell an 
directed Fuente Ovejuna at the Nat- 
ional in 1 989. At the present produc- 
tion rate of 1 2 a year (there have been 
four London productions in as many 
months) British companies will have 
worked through the whole oorpus of 
400 in another 33 years. 

Already we have seen good and 
poor productions of the same work 
{Punishment without Revenge) to 
warn against dismissing any unfamil- 


iar play out of hand. Dog in a 
Manger may therefore be a 
profounder piece of writing than the 
present production by TNT gives 
reason to suppose. Certainty the 
lacklustre production by Martin 
Lloyd -Evans and shallow perfor- 
mances in crucial roles do it an 
obvious disservice. . ; * ; . 

In outline, the play sounds full of 
potential. The dog — and the manger 
too. for that matter — is the Countess 
Diana, a pillar of Neapolitan society 
who fancies her seamiy. Teodoro. 
To many him is unthinkable; she is. 
after all. a pillar and he a mere man of 
the soil. But to let him many 
Marcela. her lady-in-waiting, is 
equally intolerable. “God's curse on 
you. Honour: who invented you?” she 
exclaims, in the words of John 
Famdon's odd translation. How can 
love and honour both be satisfied? 


The outcome could be tragic, and 
the machinations of two popinjay 
rivals for her hean hint at this 
possibility. In the event a happy 
ending is provided by Teodoro’s 
servant Tristan, who conveniently 
finds a Count who lost a little boy 
the pirates many years before. The. 
absurdity of this contrivance probably... 
made its own satirical point to 
contemporary audiences. 

The characters of the central couple 
are made more complex by showing 
the Countess blow hot and cold in her 
affections, and presenting Teodoro as 
an ambitious creep. He professes love 
for Marcela whenever the Countess 
rejects him and then scorns the wench 
when his hopes of advancement are 
again encouraged. In the fashion of 
the time the speeches are spattered 
with classical references, but Icarus is 
the most often mentioned. "I as- 


pired." Teodoro murmurs, “and now 
I expire.” 

Alas, the performances by Jane 
Hillier and David Howarth hint at no 
depth below die words they utter. 
They move their arms a lot and pace 
-the wide stage so that all parts of the 
house can see them; bur the ex- 
pressions on their faces scarcely 
change, nor do their voices express 
the twisted emotions their lines imply. 

In a play focusing on dass distinc- 
tion the characters should speak in 
the appropriate tone, yet Ruth Ites's 
Marcela snarls like a farm girl. 
Adrian Preater’s Tristan also Daps his 
arms about, though not as a sub- 
stitute for emphasis but as an extra 
flourish to a voice that does have 
playful tones. AD in all. however, this 
production is unsubtle and mistaken.

Park Lane Group 
Young Artists 
Purcell Room 


HERE it is again: the annual new 
year parade of outstanding young 
performers showing off the pleasures 
and perils of 20th-century music, 
nearly all of it this time by living 
composers and dating from the last 
decade or so. This is an encouraging 
display of faith in the present, though 
it was not altogether matched by the 
composers represented on the first 
evening. The Three Pieces for viola 
and piano by Detlev Glanert, who 
was born in 1960. could have been 


written half a century before that, and 
Penderecki’s solo viola Cadenza of 
1984 was another lugubrious at- 
tempt to make the chromatic scale 
sound like news. 

All the more remarkable, then, was 
Jane Atkins’s firm projection. 
Whether or not she likes this stuff, she 
must, in order to attain such power 
and clarity, feel a passionate need to 
communicate it. Her performances 
are tight, cool, exact. She makes the 
viola sound less like a withdrawn 
violin than a tensed-up cello: quieter, 
yes. but with that same vocal pres- 
ence. that same aptitude for long, 
searching melody, presented, in her 
case, with constantly alert concentra- 
tion. She even has the stamina for the 
seemingly endless digressions of 
Henze’s single-movement sonata. 


The oboist Helena Gaunt chose 
livelier repertory. She was beautifully 
liquid in Robert Saxton’s early Arias. 
which gave as much opportunity for 
dose magic to her pianist Andrew 
Zelinsky, who will be back tomorrow 
with a recital of his own. She was 
brilliant, but in her own nicely 
reticent way, in Simon Bainbridge's 
bright-lights display piece Music for 
Mel and Nora. But best of all was her 
playing of Madema's Solo. Her note 
suggested that we hear the jump-cut 
fragments of this score as com media 
deliarte turns, but the atmosphere of 
her performance was more remote 
and perfected. She, too. is a fine, 
persuasive player. 

Another son of excellence was 
offered by the Ensemble Bash, a 
percussion quartet who began the 


evening loudly and invigoratingly 
with part of a war dance played on 
Ghanaian drums and went on ir- 
repressibly with two pieces written for 
the occasion: David Osbon's Urban 
Blues, whose dangerous use of gas 
cylinders, scaffolding and car wheels 
made “heavy metal" more than a 
metaphor, besides thoroughly justify- 
ing the ensemble's name, and Gra- 
ham Fitkin's American dream 
machine Hook . mostly played on four 
marimbas. Cage’s Third Construc- 
tion. with virtuoso contributions on 
tin cans and conch, gave this engag- 
ing team an upbeat finale.

SIR Patrick Mayhew. Attor- 
ney General, has admitted 
that 29 witness statements 
were withheld from solicitors 
representing three men 
charged with murdering a 
policeman because of “an 
oversight”. 

The statements, including 
one which defence lawyers 
said was crucial, were taken 
by detectives investigating the 
death of PC Tony Salt, aged 
30, who was fatally injured 
while on duty outside a drinks 
party in Small Heath. 
Birmingham, in 1989. 

Three Birmingham men 
were charged with his mur- 
der. but tiie charges were 
dropped due to lack of evi- 
dence. They are now plan- 
ning to take civil action for 
damages against West Mid- 
lands police, claiming wrong- 
ful arrest and imprisonment. 

it has never been estab- 
lished how the policeman, 
who had been drinking heavi- 
ly. received his injuries. One 
theory is that he stumbled 
and hit his head on a me- 
chanical digger. 

In a letter to Chris Mullin. 
Labour MP for Sunderland 
South, the Attorney General 
said he believed that the state- 
ments were not withheld de- 
liberately but because of an 
oversight when the material 
was being assembled. The 
letter said that the chief 
crown prosecutor for the West 
Midlands had conducted a 
“thorough” investigation*' in- 
to the handling of the prose- 
cution evidence. 

It added: “His report 
makes it clear that. . .an im- 
portant statement by Mrs 
Salt was not disclosed to the 
defence solicitors until a very 
late stage. He is quite sure, 
however, that all concerned 
acted in good faith and that 
the shortcoming was the re- 
sult of administrative 
failure." 

Steven Jonas, a 
Birmingham solicitor repre- 
senring two of the men origi- 
nally charged with murder, 
said yesterday that the “cru- 
cial” statement by PC Salt’s 
widow. Lee Salt, was not dis- 
closed to the men’s solicitors 
until late in the committal 
proceedings. In it. Mrs Salt 
revealed that she had found 
an oriental weapon that two 
of the men claimed they had 
been forced to admit stealing 
from the officer. 

Mr Jonas said: “It means 
these men were kept in custo- 
dy much longer than neces- 
sary. It is appalling” 


Russians rejoice in Orthodox Christmas

RUSSIANS in thick winter coats and 
fur hats packed Into churches across 
Moscow on Monday night and yester- 
day morning for services celebrating 
the Orthodox Christmas. Police stood 
at many church doorways as in earlier 
times but said their only concern was 
public safety. Inside, amid the Hr 
trees and coloured lights, people jos- 
tled for the last indies of floo repace 
and tried to stop their hair or hats 
from being singed by the candles. The 
less hardy staggered out. faint from 
lack of oxygen. 

On this Christmas day. only the 
second time in recent memory that 
the feast has been a public holiday, 
the Patriarch of Moscow and All Rus- 
sia. Aleksi II. celebrated midnight 
mass at the patriarchal church in 


northern Moscow. Parish priests 
read out his message to the faithful 
and exhorted them to help raise stan- 
dards of morality. The patriarchal 
mass was broadcast live on television, 
often overlaid with explanations of 
die chants for those for whom the 
liturgy was a novelty. Late on Christ- 
mas eve all television channels avail- 
able to Muscovites were carrying 
religious broadcasts. 

Yesterday afternoon Red Square 
was thrown open to thousands who 
watched a nativity pageant on the 
slope below St Basil’s catbedraL The 
many-domed church and Kremlin 
towers, floodlit across the snow, pro- 
vided a fairy-tale backdrop. There was 
spontaneous singing and dancing 
and faces young and old were 
wreathed in smiles. Children scram- 
bled over the Kremlin walls with im- 
punity. Banners in surrounding 


streets proclaimed “Happy Christ- 
mas*’ and hoardings carried sections 
of the liturgical chants in Slavonic 
lettering. 

Most shops were shut but word 
was spreading that not all effects of 
last week’s ending of price controls 
were bad. Some prices were reported 
to be foiling as suppliers succumbed 
to market forces.Not afl the Christ- 
mas news was so good, however. In 
Mikhail Gorbachev's home region of 
Stavropol in the south of Russia, one 
of the richest agricultural regions in 
tire country, shop windows were re- 
ported to have been broken in pro- 
tests a gain st price rises. And in Tula, 
an industrial dry south of Moscow, 
tens of thousands of people spent 
Christmas eve without heating after 
an accident at a hearing plant.

The call for an investment- 
led recovery, to be made by 
the Confederation of British 
Industry, will be supported by 
Britain's trade unions, which 
are warning the Chancellor 
that unemployment is mov- 
ing inexorably towards 
threemillion people.

THE western German econo- 
my proved more robust than 
was widely supposed daring 
the last months of 1991 . with 
industrial output up 1.24 per 
cent in November - against 
October. The figures are like- 
ly to quell fears of a German 
recession that would threaten 
to depress the economies of 
other European countries 
further. 

The November figures rep- 
resent the third successive 
monthly rise in industrial out- 
put The previously reported 
1 per cent fall in industrial 
output for October has been 
revised upward to show a 0.2 
per cent rise. In November, 
the year-on-year growth in 
output amounted to 1.25 per 
cenL 

The main impenxs behind 
the strong rise in output was 
die strength in the manufac- 
turing sector and especially in 
construction where it rose 5 
percent. 

Jurgen Mofiemann, the 
economics minister, said the 
data showed the resilience of 
German industrial activity. 
In the second and third quar- 
ters of last year, the German 
economy contracted, but it is 
now expected to show growth 
in the final quarter. 

The German stock market, 
however, failed to interpret 
the data as good news. The 
30-share DAX index fell 
10.87 points to dose at 
1S92.45 on low trading 
volumes.

Three firms to shed 1 ,500 Warburg 
jobs through cost cutting

THE haemorrhage of jobs 
from British industry resum- 
ed yesterday when three com- 
- panies .confirmed plans to 
shed more than 1,500 
employees.. 

The largest ’cuts are at 
Rolls-Royce, the aeroengine 
maker, which confirmed 
.plans to dose its Leavesden 
plant, in Hertfordshire, 
which employs 1,070 staff 
making helicopter engines. 

Rolls had deferred the do- 
sure, announced by Lord 
Tombs, the chairman, last 
May, to review union propos- 
als to restructure operations 
fa order to restore the for- 
tunes of the site and maintain 
.employment 

Chris Fairhead. managing 
director of the plant, acknowl- 
edged the “substantial effort” 
that had gone into preparing 
the union plan,, but added: 
“Sadly, after careful evalua- 
tion by the company, it has 
been conduded that the plans 
were not financially viable'* 

Mr Fairhead said cuts in 
defence spending had re- 
duced orders. The volume of 
work for the plant had halved 
-over the past five years, and 
was set to fall by a further 
third in the next four years. 

Work carried out at Leaves- 
den wili be transferred to 
other Rolls plants by the end 
of 1993. Efforts will be made 
to offer work elsewhere within 
the company. Employees and 
their representatives were 
told of the decision yesterday. 
The job cuts are pact of a 
programme to shed 6.000 
jobs to improve the compa- 
ny’s competitiveness with 
overseas rivals. 

British Steel confirmed its 
intention to reduce the num- 
ber of direct, employees at its 
Shotton plant in North 
Wales, by 219 before the end 
of the year. About 150 of the 
workers are expected to be re- 
employed by contractors who 
wfll be hired to cany out a 
range of services. 

The British Steel job losses 
are part of an accelerated 
drive to cut costs by Europe's 
biggest steel maker. Almost 
every British Steel plant is 
trying to reduce numbers, 
which fdl to 47,000 in the six 
months to cndrSeptember. 
British Steel has been seek-

ing cost cuts because of a 
slump in the price of steel 
throughout Europe over the 
past two years. The company 
estimates that the price of 
flat-rolled products, a bench- 
mark for steel prices, has fall- 
en 20 per cent since 1989.

its French rival, in reducing

its discounts by 4 to 5 percent 
in an effort to restore profit 
margins.

UK team updates China banks

CHINA’S primitive banking 
industry is about to be cata- 
pulted into the 2 1 st century 
-with the arrival of a team of 
British consultants, funded 
by the World Bank, to over- 
haul its payment systems. 

; Until now, the country's 
clearing and payments sys- 
tem have relied heavily on 
the abacus and persona] con- 
tact Bankers in each region- 
al town meet in central halls 
to swap cheques, calculate 
the difference and often set- 
tle it in cash, as happened in 
Britain 40 years ago. 

Long distance cash trans- 
fers can go hopelessly astray, 
in a country where letters can 
take a month to arrive and 
telexes may reach their desti- 
nation four days late. The 
design of cheques varies and 
can be almost impossible to 
cash in different regions. 

Seven years ago. this defi- 


ciency was scarcely noticed 
when all of China’s commer- 
cial life was dominated by 
the People's Bank. Since 
then the People’s Bank has 
adopted a central bank role, 
while several of its divisions 
have been floated as separate 
institutions, including the 
Agricultural Bank, the Peo- 
ple's Construction Bank of 
China and the Industrial and 
Commercial Bank. 

. The Chinese government 
has realised that it urgently 
needs to update the country’s 

S ent systems to allow 
to flow freely between 
the banks and around the 
country to stimulate econ- 
omic growth. 

The World Bank has ap- 
pointed PA Consulting 
Group, the management and 
technology consultant, to 
modernise the system, assist- 
ed by Ernst & Young, the 


accountant and Clifford 
Chance, the solicitor. The 
consortium won the £1 mO- 
iion contract against interna- 
tional opposition including 
Logica, Price Waterhouse, 
Arthur Andersen and Merrill 
Lynch. 

The group mil spend 15 
months preparing a report 
on its recommendations for 
the new system; it is likely to 
incorporate the Chinese gov- 
ernment's own pilot scheme 
which uses a satellite link 
between the country’s main 
cities. 

Brian Allison, the head of 
PA’s team said the whole 
project is likely to take more 
than ten years to implement. 
“There is a strong desire in 
China to take all the technol- 
ogy the West can throw at 
them. But we have to get the 
fundamental principles in 
place first.”

MP calls on Major to 
halt Tees port sale 

STUART Bell. Labour MP for Middlesbrough, has written 
to the prime minister and Malcolm Rifkind. the transport 
secretary, urging them to halt the £180 million sale of Lhe 
port of Tees and Hartlepool. Mr Bel! said the port 
authority's decision to accept a bid from Teesside Holdings 
breached the will of parliament, expressed in the Ports Act 
1991 . He said the authority had breached natural justice by 
failing to adhere to its own criteria for assessing the 
competing bids and had failed to treat all bidders equally. 

Mr Rifkind has told parliament he is "minded” to accept 
the authority’s recommendation that the port be sold to 
Teesside Holdings after govern mem advisers assured him 
the sale had been properly conducted. 

Simon sells subsidiary 

SIMON Engineering, the engineering and industrial 
services group, has sold Simon Container Machinery 
(SCM). an American packaging machinery subsidiary, for 
£6.3 million cash. Simon said that SCM did not form part of 
its long-term strategy, which Includes developing its paper 
engineering group. This focuses on recycling and refurbish- 
ment in the pulp and paper industry rather than supplying 
the corrugated boxboard industry SCM was acquired by 
SHS Handling Systems, a vehicle set up for the deal, which 
is backed by F MS Farmers, a Cambridge investment 
company. 

Trust boosted by rents 

SUBSTANTIAL increases in rental and investment income 
helped Property Security Investment Trust more than 
double its pre-tax profits from £1.4 million to £3 million for 
fhe six months to end-September. As a result, the trust has 
been able to meet its forecast of a 20 per cent dividend 
increase to 1 .5p. Rents received increased from £7.3 million 
to £8.6 million, while property and investment income rose 
from £7.6 million to £8.8 million. There was also a dealing 
profit of £43.000 against a dealing loss of E8S7.000 for the 
comparable period iast year. 

Scotch for Moscow 

BURN Stewart Distillers, the Scottish whisky group and 
maker of Asda’s own-label Scotch whisky, has set up up a 
joint venture within the Plodimex group with WO 
Sojuzplodoimpon |SPJj. Russia’s principle impon/expon 
company, to supply Russia and other former Soviet republics 
with “commodities including alcoholic beverages". Bum 
Stewart, which was recently floated on the London Stock 
Exchange, has a 45 per cent stake in the joint company. 
Plodimex UK. SP1 will hold its shares through its German 
subsidiary, Plodimex GmbH. The new company will also 
import Russian vodka into Britain. 

Aberdeen shake-up 

RESTRUCTURING charges have left Aberdeen Trust, the 
financial services group, with pre-tax profits more than 
halved at £1 .2 million for the year to the end of September. 
The £1.4 million exceptional item covered the costs of the 
closure and disposal of surplus office space, and redundan- 
cies. Operating profits were down 6 per cent at £2.6 million 
on reduced turnover of £10.8 million. George Robb, the 
chairman, said that the outlook for 1992 remained 
uncertain, but ihat the company would continue to pay strict 
attention to overheads, a final 1.5p dividend makes an 
unchanged 2.5p for the year.

Officials were yesterday re- . 
luctant to comment on the 
Inquiry, which is focused on 
the early Eighties.

STABLE markets are dearly 
in everyone's interest in 
privatisation issues, so it is 
probably reasonable for the 
government to have spent 
Eli 5 million or so to ensure 
the BT pan-paid share price 
has steered a straight course 
since last month’s sale.

Britain’s consumers 
are, therefore, insulated from any single European • 
market in cars. Distortions even extend to the 
secondhand car market, wfteremost individual car 
owners buy. The economics of company car fleets 
depends on selling into fee second-hand marine at 
prices artificially buoyed up by. the “premiums” 
charged to individuate for new cais. 

No wonder British consumers buy fewer nw cars 
than many of their EC counterparts, and no 
wonder, therefore, feat the market has fallen inm 
even deeper recession thairthe state qf the economy 
might dictate. a!s companies may purr hacpg to save 
cash. Compared wife theseilargefy self-imposed 
peculiarities, fee 10 per cent iar tax levied by fee 
government as a retie of purchase tax could almost 
be classed as a minor distortion. But it is silly, 
ccxmter-productive and outdared after fee huge rise ' 
in the rate of value-added tax since it was imposed. 
The Chancellor could and should aid the car 
industry ly lifting it in his preelection Budget 
Rather thaa aboushit completely, however, he 
would do consumers a much better lum by waiving ' 
it only until the end of the registration year in July, 
on the stamp duty model! Permanent abolition 
should depend on manufacturers and importers - 
agreeing to refonnfee-marketirigof cars in Britain.

Pleading patience in east Europe 
to fight advent of reform fatigue 


Solutions to economic 
difficulties being felt in 
the West cannot be 
applied to the eastern 
states, argues 
Wolfgang Munchau 


T he most daunting of all 
economic reform pro - 
grammes started in earnest 
last Week, when Russia and 
some of its neighbouring republics 
liberalised prices for all bur the mast 
essential goods. For Russians, it 
marks the start of a long and ardu- 
ous road towards economic reform, 
and it is worth remembering the 
recent experience of fee other coun- 
tries of centra] and eastern Europe. 

Circumstances may vary, but the 
political pattern of economic reform 
has been similar throughout. After a 
year of reform, public enthusiasm 
has been supplanted by scepticism, 
if not hostility. In Poland, the first 
country to have embarked on eco- 
nomic reform, the swing in the 
mood has gone furthest, with the 
government' pronouncing a slow- 
down in privatisation saks. Ambi- 
tion has been followed by dis- 
appointment. except that in Russia 
and the other members of the Com- 
monwealth of Independent States 
(CIS), even ambition has been lack- 
ing until now. 

Reform fatigue comes despite 
overt signs that the two years of 
painful adjustment are beginning to 
bear fruit This year wfl] be one in 
which some countries in eastern 
Europe wQI revert to positive eco- 
nomic growth. Since last year was 
the most disastrous for eastern Eu- 
ropean economies since the Forties, 
the projected recoway tells us more 
-about 1991 than about 1992. Cyni- 
cal stock market traders call such an 
upturn a dead-cat bounce. 

The expected “upturn” also ex- 
poses a peculiar statistical phenome- 
non: while much of western Europe 
wQI enter or continue in recession, 
eastern Europe will have bounced 
back. Nowhere wfll this be more 
apparent than in Germany, where 
the east is expected to grow 10 per 
cent, while the west will grow little, if 
at all. Whatever such figures sug- 
gest. the balance between east and 
west has not yet turned.’ - 
The path of economic. recovery 
will not be nearly as smooth as -the - v 
forecasts, suggests mainly because of ; ■ 
overmanning feat will heavily dis- 
tort labour marketsfThe rate of east 
European unemployment will have 
been lower during the technical 
recession of 1989-91 than during 
the subsequent “recovery" of this ' 
year and -onwards, during which 
unemployment will grow as fee 
economy expands. 

Standard western-style concepts 
and solutions to economic questions 
are therefore best avoided, as are 
comparisons with other develop- 
ment success stories such as postwar 
Germany and Japan, or South Ko- 
rea. In those cases, economic reform 
was principally a matter of macro- 
economic liberalisation, and then 
allowing free-market forces to take 
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their course. East Europe, by con- 
trast. faces a double task: macroeco- 
nomic liberalisation to start with, 
and then fee plunge into the tricky 
micro-economic reforms, especially 
fee privatisation of state-owned 
property. In fee case of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, this should happen 
on a grand scale this year with fee 
scheduled introduction in the spring 
of large-scale privatisation pro- 
grammes. 

In contrast to fee positive statisti- 
cal projections, recent economic re-

ports on the prospects of the east 
European economies give warning 
of impending disaster. A study by 
the United Nation’s Economic 
Commission for Europe concluded 
that east Europe is not going 
through a recession but a Thirties- 
style depression wife devastating 
social and political consequences. 
The report, published last month, 
says: “In most countries much of fee 
initial enthusiasm and support for 


radical reforms has waned over fee 
past year, being gradually pushed 
aside by disappointment frustra- 
tion and populist tendencies." 

Reform fatigue can be seen every- 
where. Slovakian politicians wan! 
not only independence from fee 
Czech republic, but also a slower 
pace of economic reform. I n Poland , 
Tomasz Gmszecki, head of fee pri- 
vatisation ministry, said feat “priva- 
tization policy must be subordinated 
to industrial policy,” meaning a 
slowdown in privatisation sales. 
Ominously, he added feat "in order 
to move forward you sometimes 
have to step back". . 

Morgan Stanley, fee investment.. 
bank, predicts a second economic 
shock for east Europe this year, a 
collapse of fee post-Soviet econo- 
mies amid hyper-inflation and a 
state of near civil war, with, in fee 
words of David Roche. Morgan 
Stanley’s east European director, 
“at best a Bonapartist at worst an 
anarchic" outcome. 

In every case, economic reform 
operates on two layers. In most of 
these countries, the macro-econom- 
ic adjustment process started in 
1990. and is now advanced. Prices 
have been liberalised, except for 
some essentials, such as food and 
energy supplies: moves towards for- 
eign exchange liberalisation have 
begun with fee introduction of inter- 
nal convertability, under which 


companies are allowed freedom to 
convert currencies. The short-term 
consequence was hyper-inflation, 
but feat has subsided relatively fast. 

Macro-economic reform alone is 
ineffective, since most of fee assets 
remain in state ownership. The criti- 
cal part is detailed reform of indus- 
try, in particular privatisation and 
land reform, which is much more 
controversial because it directly con- 
cerns jobs. The dilemma was 
summed up by a London merchant 
banker, who said: “Privatisation is a

political process, and not a corpo- 
rate process, something often mis- 
understood in the West”. 

East European privatisation is not 
about maximising revenues to the 
treasury, however badly the treasury 
needs fee money, it is about the 
radical establishment of private 
ownership, without which no mar- 
ket economy can work. The problem 
is feat the electorate is prepared to 
accept hardship only in the short 


term. The radical approach is equal- 
ly fraught with dangers since it 
could make matters a Jot worse in 
fee short term by causing a sudden 
rise in unemployment. Politically, 
privatisation is one of fee hottest 
issues in east European politics. The 
pitfalls are immense, and if privati- 
sation goes wrong, it endangers the 
entire reform process. 

The Germans have gone badly 
wrong wife the Treuhand model of 
privatisation. The Treuhand is es- 
sentially an east European-style 
quango with the task, of selling 
former statfrowned combines. In 
the first year, about 3.000 
privatisations took place, but there 
are now calls for fee renatipnalisa- 
tion or companies that cannot rea- 
sonably be sold. 

A more considered approach has 
been taken in Poland, where the 
government is pursuing a dual strat- 
egy. Some companies are being sold 
directly to foreign investors. The rest 
will be included in a mass privatisa- 
tion programme, which will allow' 
citizens to obtain a free share in the 
companies. Involving fee public as 
widely as possible is not aimed at 
creating a nation of private share- 
holders. but at gaining maximum 
support for the process or privatisa- 
tion. The Treuhand model docs little 
more than to revert to primeval 
capitalism by dividing the popula- 
tion into factory owners and work- 
ers. into haves and have-nots. 

One of the few lessons from east- 
ern Germany that can be learned by 
fee rest of east Europe is that fee 
majority of the workforce does not 
have fee right skills needed in a free- 
market economy, despite high edu- 
cational standards. The service 
sector, which in a typical western 
economy accounts for about two 
thirds of output, -is completely 
underdeveloped in the east, unlike 
agriculture, where the implications 
of reform will be felt sirongesL 

In manufacturing industry, the 
trend is away from manual labour to 
skilled labour, which is in short 
supply. This mismatch between de- 
mand and supply for labour cannot 
be overcome in fee short term. 
Henoe. unemployment, if left to free- 
market forces, will rise irrespective 
of the level of wages. 

Predictably, unemployment rises 
as subsidies for loss-making com- 
panies are stopped. Less obviously. 
the more successful the privatisation 
programme, the more unemploy- 
ment rises. In a few cases, western 
investors promised to rerain fee 
entire workforce, but in mosi cases 
fewer than half of all workers, and 
often only a third, were retained. If a 
dilapidated and labour-intensive 
factory is replaced by modem tech- 
nology. the outcome is invariably 
lower employment, as fee most im- 
portant constraint to employment is 
physical and not financial. Reduc- 
ing the exchange rate, a standard 
western tool to increase internation- 
al competitiveness, will not help. 

In fee end, success will depend on 
fee stamina of governments, their 
voters, and their lifespans. At the 
beginning of east Europe’s second 
full year of freedom, there are some 
depressing warning signs, but only 
time will tell if people have the 
patience to wait for reform to work.

Sir, Though superficially no 
one could disagree with Sean 
Hands’ recommendations for 
tightening up the governance 
of pension schemes there is. 
even after fee Maxwell affair, 
a more profound issue at 
stake. 

I am involved as investor 
director, executive and non- 
executive director or adviser 
wife a number of public and 
private companies, most of 
whom offer excellent final sal- 
ary pension schemes to an 
increasing percentage of their 
staff. 

These schemes look infi- 
nitely safer as a system of 
guaranteeing income in re- 
tirement than fee money pur- 
chase schemes available as an 
alternative. However, if Mr 

Hands’ recommendations 

are implemented whereby fee 
employer is left with all the 
funding risk, effectively 
allowed no pan in the run- 
ning of their final salary 
scheme, and probably no 
chance to benefit via pension 
holidays for good manage- 
ment. many groups will close 
their schemes. 

The UK final salary .pen- 
sion concept is one of fee 
finest methods of storing and 
transferring wealth in retire- 
mem to non-capita! owning 
groups. Professional fees are

W ill a vole for the Con- 
servatives or one for 
Labour make it easier 
to sell properly in 
1992? The story of a convened 
Exmoor farmhouse demonstrates 
that the recovery predicted a year 
ago by building societies, estate 
agents and property market ana- 
lysts has failed to happen as the 
general election approaches. 

Hunnacott Farm on the edge of 
Exmoor near Barnstaple, Devon, 
was offered a year ago for 
£195,000. It was not sold, has been 
repossessed, and the agents, Strutt 
& Parker, of Exeter, and Stags, of 
Barnstaple, are asking £140.000. 
An added incentive is an 8 percent 
mongage for three years. 

The Halifax Building Society, in 
its review in January 1991 . argued 
that if interest rates fell to about 12 


per cent in the spring, house prices 
could rise by about 5 per cent by 
the end of the year. 

Interest rates did indeed fall, but 
house prices are still either stag- 
nant or showing continued small 
falls in parts of the south of the 
counny. The Halifax lists the 
economic recession, rising unem- 
ployment. electoral uncertainty 
and rising mortgage arrears and 
possessions among the reasons 
why the recovery has not hap- 
pened. At the same time, mortgage 
lenders have tightened their lend- 
ing criteria since the property 
boom, making it more difficult for 
some potential borrowers. 

For 1992. the Halifax cautiously 
expects a slow recovery, with small 
price rises, and only in 1993 does it 
anticipate prioe rises in real terms. 

Ian Stewart of Savilis' country 


house department says that if the 
Conservatives return to power this 
should continue the trend of recov- 
ery for the property market “If a 
Labour government is elected, we 
believe higher taxation and less 
disposable income will keep the top 
end of the market subdued. A 
‘hung* parliament would be the 
worst scenario, causing continued 
uncertainty which might delay 
recovery for some time.” 

Patricia Farley of Farley & Co. 
the London agents, takes a differ- 
ent view. She agrees that with the 
general election looming, it is

H e says: "But if the result 
of the election remains 
uncertain, even on poll- 
ing day, it is difficult to 
envisage any significant improve- 
ment until at least six months after 
the result of the general election.”

still an obstacte in some parts of the 
country. In a harsh comment on 
the situation. Andrew Turner, of 
Jackson-Stops & Staffs Darlington 
office, says that most of England 
has come to terms with a decline of 
20-35 per cent in prices. 

The exception, he says, is in the 
north-east, where "a combination 
of greedy vendors, with no real 
need to move, and compliant 
agents, has brought the matter to a 
virtual standstill by a refusal to 
come to terms with real life”. 

He places the blame "squarely at 
the feet of unrealistic vendors, 
misleading half-yearly reports from 
lending institutions and. impor- 
tantly, many estate agents who see 
this current market as a timely 
opportunity to increase market 
share now that the big agents' 
buyouts are at an end”. 


M r Turner’s advice is to treat the 

forecasts of the so-called profes- 
sionals “with the degree of scepti- 
cism they deserve", and suggests to 
people wanting to move house that 
they should make their own judg- 
ments oin how. much money they 
need to make that move, "and 
make sure you are realistic”. 

In a year that Has seen unwilling 
vendors and unwilling purchaser^ 
Brian D'Any Gaik, of the London 
agent- Chesterfield, concludes that 
tiie market has had nowhere to go 
but down. 

While he does not expect prices 
to rise by any appreciable degree in. 
1992. he does expect activity to 
increase, certainly after the ejec- 
tion. which in turn will lead to 
minor price increases towards the 
end of the year and "herald better 
times for 1993”.

M arthew Yates invites 
you to a party and. 
by the way. it will 
cost you £5 to get in. When 
Yates has a notion, he cares 
little what people might think 
of him. His friends were put 
to the test when he charged 
them a party entrance fee to 
help pay for his 
acclimatisation training for 
the Commonwealth Games. 

In contrast to the way he 
races. Yates is never slow to 
come forward. In his first 
outing on the imemadonal 
circuit, he asked the meeting 
promoter the way to McDon- 
ald's because he did not like 
the free food. In the Brussels 
grand prix. irked at finding 
that he was down for the B 
1.500 metres, he lined up for 
the A race without permission 
under the glare of worldwide 
television. “They just had to 
stan the race." he said. 

Critical of Stevie Cram — 
"Why was he at the world 
championshipships? He 
shouldn't have been, he 
wasn’t fit" — and Liz 
McCoigan — "She’s got a bad 
attitude: she should get on 
with her running and not say 
a thing" — Yates has the 
makings of a figure as contro- 
versial as Pine, Bedford or 
Oven. He just needs better 
results on the track. 

Aged 22. he is moving fast 
in that direction. “Some of 
the things he says are outra- 
geous. but whereas people 
used to laugh at him. they 
don’t any more,” Mike Yates, 
his father and coach, says. 

The difference is that, in 
two years, he has risen from 
Britain's sixteenth-ranked 
800 metres runner to No. 2 
at 1.500 metres and tenth in 
the world. He was Britain's 
only middle-distance male to 
reach his final at the world

middle-distance king of British athletics 


championships in Tokyo, 
though no doubt Peter Elliott 
would have joined him had he 
not been injured. “Peter is 
No. 1 . 1 would not argue with 
that at the moment.” Yates 
said. “But next year 1 will." 

He declines to play the dip- 
lomat over Olympic selection. 
“They should take me. there 
can't be any doubt about it: 
they know I am going to 
make the final." he said. 
“Noureddine Morceli? 1 
don't think he is out of my 
league. I really don't." 


L ast year. Morceli took 
the world title and ran 
the fastest rime, 3mm 
31-OOsec. while Yates im- 
proved to 3min 34.Q0sec. He 
would have gone faster, 
father and son argue, had he 
not wasted his concentration 
on Cram. “Matthew has not 
been worried about Moroeli. 
he's been watching 
Crammy.’’ Mike said. “I 
would have run 3:33 if I 
hadn’t been watching him." 
Yates junior said. 

At least that explains 
Yates's infuriating tactics of 
staying way off the pace. The 
father-coach working rela- 
tionship is not from the Coe 
school. “People sat in the 
stand have got as good a 
chance of winning the race 
the way you are running them 
because you are too far bade.** 
Mike Yates bellows across the 
living room. Which calls for a 
bit of Yates lip . . .‘‘Basically, 
he comes up with these race 


plans and they don't work.” 
That refers to the rime in 
Lausanne when, on father's 
advice, he tried to go with the 
pace and failed. 

The road to the Olympics, 
in Yates’s case. leads through 
the multi-storey car park at 
Basildon. Even a world- 
ranked athlete has to count 
on his local facilities and. 
without an indoor track to 
train on in winter, in the 
worst of the weather he heads 
for the cover and lighting of 
the car park when it is dosed 
to traffic 

For the spindly figure with 
the Cram haircut, most of his 
competition these days is a 
chore. Not fan. “Not at inter- 
national level, but it is at dub 
leveL” he says. "You know 
that if you perform badly you 
might not be in the next 
meeting.” Even his choice of 
Olympic analogy suggests toil 
and burden: “It’s like an 
exam for a job. If you run well 
you are going to be set up to 
make money.” 

After he qualified for the 
final in Tokyo, his first reac- 
tion was not that he had 
succeeded where Cram had 
failed, but: *'I can’t go to 
Disney World now.” 

In his opinion, that was the 
gold medal quote of the year. 
“You've got to come out with 
the rightlines.” he said. “A lot 
of athletes are boring. I’m 
not.” That much will be in- 
contestable when he starts 
winning: and those days may 
be not far away.

Record transfer fee gives 
false idea of club finance

MARTIN Offiah was no Jan- 
uary sale bargain, never mind 
his reduced price tag. The 
world record deal that took 
him to Wigan was achieved 
only through the benevolence 
of half-a-dozen individuals as- 
sociated with the club. 

Without their assistance, it 
is doubtful whether Wigan 
could have raised the 
E440.000 for the game's most 
prized asset. The money left 
in the Central Park, coffers 
from Norweb. their main 
sponsors, and £250.000 from 
the sale last September of 
Ellery Hanley to Leeds, was 
some way short of the figure 
necessary to secure Offiah's 
move from Widnes. 

While there was delight at 
his first appearance for the 
club on Sunday, there was 
more than a hint of irony in 
the comment of Maurice 
Lindsay, the Wigan chair- 
man, as he reviewed gate 
receipts. “Only another 
£415.000 to go.” In addition, 
there are Offiah's personal 
terms in the four-year deal, 
believed to work out in excess 
of £100.000 a year, plus win 
bonuses of £400 a game.

impression of a game awash 
with money. Even before the 
signing of Offiah, the 25- 
year-old wing, however, Wig- 
an were burdened with large 
debts, partly due to the build- 
ing of a £2 million stand. 

“We’re up to our neck now. 
but there’s no way we couldn't 
have Offiah.” Lindsay said. 
“Yes. it is a crazy price given 
the money that actually exists 
in the market place. Really it 
couldn't have come at a worse 
time. But people would never 
have forgiven us around here 
if he'd gone to Leeds.” 

With their new purchase. 
Wigan have priced them- 
selves out of the big-money 
player market for some rime, 
leaving Leeds as the only big 
spender remaining, although 
Hull’s failed bid to recruit 
Scott Gibbs for £200,000 re- 
veal their intentions not to be 
left behind. Despite still chok- 
ing on the combined 
£600.000 for Hanley and 
John Gallagher, one injured 
the other struggling to con- 
vert to the league game. Leeds 
this week signed Craig Innes 
for £200.000. 

Widnes now have money to 
spend, but also have a size- 
able debt to service. The par- 
lous state of the club's 
finances goes for the majority 
of the 36 league members. 
The likes of first division 
Swinton and Wakefield Trin- 
ity are hanging on only just to 
financial lifelines wearing in- 
creasingly thin. 

Most are victims of a player 
contract system, which has 
seen dubs over-extend them- 
selves. Several have reverted 
to match fees only to players. 
There are also renewed calls 
for a replacement of the 
transfer-fee system with a 


sliding scale of set fees for 
players. 

Lindsay, president of the 
Rugby Football League 
(RFL). says it is more vital 
than ever that the game 
broadens its appeal.

Splitting hairs over the 
stand-off half position is the 
best-loved pastime of all. The 
curiosity is that Neil Jenkins, 
from Pontypridd, was dis- 
carded after accumulating in- 
valuable five nations’ cham- 
pionship experience last 
season. He played well in a 
dispirited team. He is not. as 
yet, a world-beater of a kind 
which Wales, of course, likes 
to think it will always have in 
this position. But who on 
earth is of this calibre at the 
moment? 

Jenkins has not shown him- 
self to be a runner so far. This 


is the minus point held 
against him. whereas, in oth- 
er respects, he-is wdbsuited. 
He has a good eyeing a safe 
pair of hac4Mie4s4Ui astijje , 
kicker of tire ball, m or out of 
the.hand. He is a committed 
defender. And for his dub he 
has shown, unlike any other 
stand-off half in Wales, apart 
from Turner, of Newport, 
that, at 20 years of age. he 
already has the confidence to 
control a game. 

You begin to feel there is 
some wishful thinking going 
on which distracts attention. 
Wishing for sonfething that 
does not exist The krnd of 
stand-off half Wales would 
like, and with which, h -.has 
always been well blessed, is 
simply not around. Neither 
Colin Stephens nor Adrian 
Davies, the other contenders, 
have demonstrated them- 
selves to be manifestly, better 
equipped than Jenkins. Why 
change? . •

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Touring team’s morale enhanced by fast bowler 

England take their lead 
from spirited Lawrence

A TOURING team can ask 
for little more than to have its 
key players all striking form 
before the serious business 
begins, and vet. on the odd 
occasion when it occurs, a 
perverse sense of unease 
warns that all may not be 
quite as it seems. 

Take this England team. 
Five playing days into their 
New Zealand tour, things 
could hardly be better. The 
leading batsmen have made 
runs, the two main attacking 
bowlers have taken wickets 
galore, and each opposing 
team has been made to 
appear second-rate. 

It is this last factor which 
has begun to prey on a few 
managerial minds. Appear- 
ances are not deceptive; the 
Minor Associations XI, here 
in Hawkes Bay, really are no 
more daunting than were the 
hapless Emerging Players in 
Hamilton. The first Test 
march is only ten days away 
and England are beginning 
to crave some tougher 
opposition- 

This, of course, is a far 
better problem to have than 
the alternative of being un- 
able to find weak enough 
opposition. England have 
been there before, quite re- 
cently in fact, and would hap- 
pily settle for their new situ- 


ation. It is as well, though, 
that nobody's feet are leaving 
the ground after a few days o"f 
unchallenged superiority. 

Yesterday, on the almost 
deserted rugby ground of 
McLean Park. England all 
but dismissed their latest 
hosts inside two sessions. 
Only a frisky last-wicket stand 
of 65 in 54 minutes prevent- 
ed it. and, long before then, 
the tone of the day had been 
dictated by David Lawrence, 
a familiar act with an impres- 
sive new trick. 

There is a popular, rather 
endearing image of Law- 
rence. It involves a run-up like 
a charging bull and a delivery 
srride in which arms and legs 
perform a manic dance rou- 
tine. The ball is propelled at 
great speed, but not always in 
a direction to trouble the 
batsman. 

If his form can be main- 
tained, all this must be con- 
signed to the fond memories 
file. This is streamlined 
"Syd". The endless approach 
has been trimmed, the spec- 
tacular final bound has been 
cut from die routine. Most 
important of all. the old, 
chest-on delivery, front foot 
splayed out towards gully, has 
given way to something more 
side-on. 

The improvements, a nota- 
ble triumph for the pre-tour 
specialist coaching made pos- 
sible by the Whittingdale 
sponsorship, have given Law-

run straight through to avoid 
pushing the ball down the leg 
side.

Rodger McHaig, the 
umpire, who later frustrated 
England by rejecting a long 
series of confident leg-before 
appeals, only added to Frank- 
lin's pain fry ruling him out. 
caught at short leg. 

Lawrence soon had three 
for nine, and even a cultured 
64 from Rutherford could not 
fully repair the damage. 
Rutherford was one of two 
men caught, on the same 
score, by Russell. These were 
rare dismissals as Russell, 
having kept wicket all morn- 
ing, was now in the outfield, 
where he had never previous- 
ly held a catch. 

Alec Stewart who shared 
the wicketkeeping, was later 
unable to open the England 
innings due to a chest oold. 
Hick deputised, but was 
largely a spectator during a 
stand of 58 in ten overs, 
dominated by Gooch.

Board (ACB) is to decide at an 
executive committee meeting 
on Friday whether to contin- 
ue its dispute with Paul 
Nobes. the former South Aus- 
tralia batsman who has 
joined Victoria. 

In what was a humiliating 
verdict for the ACB. the Su- 
preme Court in Melbourne 
ruled last month that the 
board had acted unfairly in 
attempting to prevent Nobes 
from playing for his new state 
this season. 

Nobes. aged 27. who 
scored a century against En- 
gland’s touring team last win- 
rer and boasts a career 
average of over 43. moved to 
Victoria after a dispute with 
Peter PhilpotL the South Aus- 


tralia coach. The ACB then 
stated that Nobes would have 
to wait until next winter to 
play for Victoria, as no player 
could appear for two states in 
the same season. Nobes had 
already appeared for South 
Australia in two FAI Cup 
limited-overs matches in 
October. 

Nobes claimed restraint of 
trade and the Supreme Court 
upheld his case. The court 
said that the ACB’s regula- 
tion preventing a player from 
representing more than one 
state in a season applied only 
to the Sheffield Shield. 

The court also ruled that 
the board’s attempt to make 
Nobes fulfil a three-month 
residential qualification per- 
iod for Victoria was unfair as 
the South Australia Cricket 
Association had agreed to the 
player's transfer. The judge

said that there was “little of 
substance to justify the two 
rules". The ACB. however, 
feels that the verdict could 
make the Sheffield Shield 
unmanageable. 

The case has been watched 


with interest tty the Test and 
County Cricket Board, which 
may deride to overhaul its 
own regulations to prevent a 
similar situation arising here. 

Another cricketing mi- 
grant, Kepler Wessels — who 
has played for two countries, 
one English county, one Aus- 
tralian state and four South 
African provinces — hit two 
centuries in a match for the 
third time in his career at the 
weekend. His innings of 115 
and 147 not out steered East- 
ern Province to a five-wicket 
win over Orange Free State.

Organisers seeking Olympic boost 


ANOTHER Paralympic year 
brings the chance for Brit- 
ain's best sporting talents 
with disabilities to demon- 
strate to a wider audience 
that they are first and fore- 
most athletes, and that their 
handicap is a marginal issue. 

The challenge before the 
British Paralympic Associ- 
ation (BPA), apart from the 
minor consideration of rais- 
ing £1 million to send 220 
athletes to Barcelona, is to 
heighten foe profile of these 
sportsmen and women by 
milking foe publiriiy mach- 
ine that follows foe Olympics, 
without being overwhelmed 
in foe process. 

The fact that the Carnes, as 
with Seoul in 1988, are being 
held in foe same venues for 
both summer and winter 
events, is a help. The fact that

they follow the Olympics is 
not. as overload sets in and 
media interest fades. 

Yet foe squad of 13 men 
and one woman for the win- 
ter event, in Albertville and 
Tignes between March 25 
and April i , is crammed with 
potential medal winners. 

Peter Young, from Dagen- 
ham is one of foe top forte 
blind Nordic and biathlon 
skieis in the world, and Man 
Stockford. using his newfy 
developed ski bob, is a gold 
medal prospect for foe down- 
hill and super giant slalom, 
along with Richard Burt, who 
won four golds in last year's 
Swiss championships. 

Great Britain returned 
from Seoul with 182 medals.

For foe Bar- 
celona Games, which begin 
on September 3, foe classifi- 
cation groups have been 
reorganised to prevent an 
event only having one or two 
competitors. 

The BPA general secretary, 
Bany Schofield, has stressed 
that those going to Barcelona 
will have earned their places 
in foe ream. The final selec- 
tion of foe 70 members of foe 
athletics squad will be made 
at Solihuii this weekend. 

This year also sees the first 
Olympic Games for people 
with a mental handicap, 
which wall be staged in Ma- 
drid from September 13-20.

Barcelona 
attracts 
a record 
entry

A RECORD 170 nation 
have accepted invitations so 
compete ax this year’s Olym- 
pic Games in Barcelona, the 
International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) said in Lau- 
sanne yesterday. The entry is 
ten more than the 1988 Seoul 
Gaines and represents every 
recognised national Olympic 
co mmi ttee. 

The IOC said' ft would 
decide on March 9 how the 
12 republics from the old 
Soviet Union would compete. 
Latvia. Lithuania and Esto- 
, nia, the three Baltic states, 
have already been accepted 
independently. - 
It would make Barcelona 
the first boycott-free Olym- 
pics Games since 1972. re- 
flecting the end of the CoW 
War and political reform in 
South Afirtra. 

Brunei was the last country 
to meet the ZOCs December 
31 postmark deadline, ex- 
tended from November 25 to 
give stragglers extra time. 

East Germany, meanwhile, 
has disappeared after unifica- 
tion with West Germany. 

The 161 seams at the 1988 
Games in Seoul South Ko- 
rea. set the previous partici- 
pation record. But several 
communist nations, includ- 
ing Ethiopia and CubaJ 
joined North Korea in stay- 
ing away then. 

The United States and 61 
other nations boycotted the 
1980 Moscow Games m 
protest ax foe Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. The Soviet 
Union and most of the then 
Communist Woe retaliated by 
staying away from the 1984 
event in Los Angeles. 

A Mack African boycott 
linked to South Africa’s 
apartheid racial segregation 
policy marked the 1976 
Games in Montreal Canada. 
□ Romania, hoping to at- 
tract foreign investment for 
domestic ski facilities, is send- 
ing its biggest team to the 
Winter Olympics next month.

“He was riding 
on the left towards the end of 
die stage when he collided 
head-on with a medical work- 
ers’ vehicle," a rally spokes- 
man said. 

The accident happened 
about 490 kilometres into the 
677-kilometre stage from 
Franceville to Pointe Noire, 
where the contestants will 
have their only rest day before 
boarding a ferry to southern 
Angola, where the rally re- 
sumes its trek to South Africa.

Clubs seek a cure for growing pains

STUART Barnes, nibbing 
sore ribs with feeling, said at 
the weekend: “The game be- 
tween Bath and Harlequins 
was hairier than when I 
started playing international 
rugby If the Bath stand-off 
half is taken at his word, then 
in eight yearn the intensity of 
English club rugby has 
changed out of all 
recognition. 

The catalyst was the intro- 
duction of the Courage Clubs 
Championship. League rug- 
by created a new level of 
spectator interest and the 
Worid Cup has raised that 
level once more. You had only 
lo be at the Stoop Memorial 
ground last Saturday, with 
spectators queuing just be- 
fore kick-off where once dub 
officials bid for to outnum- 
ber the gate, to realise the 
combined impact and how 
ill-equipped many dubs are 
to deal with crowds of more 


than 3,000 on a regular 
basis. 

When Leicester, the best- 
supported dub in the coun- 
try. visited Nottingham for a 
league match, consideration 
was given to delaying the 
kick-off so that spectators 
queuing back down Ireland 
Avenue could be allowed in. 
Last weekend, with Leicester 
City playing an FA Cup tie 
200 yards across the road. 
Leicester drew 6.743 for 
their meeting with London 
Irish, including some Crystal 
Palace supporters who were 
locked out of Filbert Street 
and decided to watch the rug- 
by instead. 

It is encumbent on not 
only England's first division 
dubs, but also on aspirants 
from the second division, to 
organise themselves to deal 
with such crowds regularly, 
which is easier said than 
done given the limitations of 
land and. more particularly, 
money. Colin Herridge. the 
Harlequins secretary, esti- 


mates that annual running 
costs are now in the region of 
£250.000 to £300.000 — and 
that for a dub which has 
spent an _ additional 
E2 00,000 on improvements 
over the past five years. 

“You have to be thinking of 
your chib finding an extra 
E500.000 if you want to 
make a genuine development 
to buildings and. in today’s 
dimate, that is not easy.” 
Herridge said. “Most com- 
mittees don't want to saddle 
themselves with large inter- 
est charges. If you do go 
down a division it could be 
disastrous, because your 
whole profile suffers in the 
eyes of sponsors, supporters, 
the media. 

“We are better off than 
most London clubs because 
we have a 999-year lease and 
some space, with good car 
parking But planning per- 
mission is not easy in the 
metropolitan open-land area 
and we are trying to make 
what was originally an ath- 


letics ground into a rugby 
arena. We can’t cater for 
crowds over 3.000 in terms 
of comfortable accommoda- 
tion with food and drink out- 
lets. We don’t want to be 
inhospitable, but the prob- 
lem is the same for everyone, 
with the exception of 
Leicester, Gloucester and 
possibly Bristol.”

Leicester, on tine other 
hand, could happSy deal with 
Harlequins' record crowd at 
their Welford Road ground, 
which is the biggest in Eng- 
land outside Twickenham. 
But they are now benefiting 
from 12 years of prosperity, 
during which they have 
ploughed £1.25 mUUon into 
their facilities, and nearly 
£400.000 more is togointoa 
training centre at Oadby, on 
the outskirts of the city. 

“We have tried to be even- 
handed m developing all ar- 
eas of the club.” John Alien, 
the secretary, said. “You 
have to treat all. of them, 
players, members, specta- 
tors._ sponsors, as equal pri- 
orities." Leicester have 
nearly 7,500 members, com- 
pared with Harlequins’ 
1.600. and have recently 
written to the London club to 
advise them on how best to 
cope with ^growing 
membership. 

Leicester have long seen 
themselves as-a centre of ex- 


cellence for dty and county, 
liaising with the county 
youth development officer, 
whereas dubs in the capital 
. do not identity with a county 
area. But all leading dubs 
have the difficulty now of 
coping with football-sized 
crowds while trying to sus; 
tain rugby’s open-house 
ethos: the social post-match 
atmosphere, comparative abr 
sence of policing and contact 
with players. 

“We have to recognise that 
we have; if not a total social 
responsibility, then a respon- 
sibility to the game of rugby 
to see that its face, on and off 
the field, c on tin u e s to befhe 
friendly, family atmosphere 
where people can go into the 
dubboust, have a beer arid 
feel themselves part of tfie 
dub.” Herridge said. Thai 
will he one of the erne’s 
many challenges of the 
1990s, . - 
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
